Phillips Academy boys' cross country returned to in-person competition for the first time since 
November 2019 on a beautiful Saturday in Manchester, New Hampshire. In a deep, talented field, 
BXC runners distinguished themselves by competing hard and working together in packs. Paced by 
captain Matthew Ottenbreit ('22), who was 17th overall, the PA runners finished 8th out of 32 teams 
in the strong field. PAXC debut runners Max Gomez (23), Luke Piasecki (24), Nigel Savage ('23), 
and Max Boesch-Powers ('24) delivered on the promise of their training, and returners Ethan Qi 
('23) and John Wang ('22) picked up right where they left off in 2019. Leading the BXC runners was 
ninth-grader Tam Gavenas ('25), who stayed tough on the hills of the second mile to take 26th place, 
crossing the line as the first ninth-grade finisher in the race. Adding to the first-year strength, Luke 
Williamson (25) and Luke Francis ('25) came through as the 6th and 11th fastest ninth graders in the

The Phillips Academy boys' cross-country team traveled to NMH ona beautiful fall day to compete 


in the annual NMH Invitational on the difficult Northfield course. Pacing Varsity BXC was Tam 
Gavenas ('25), who took the individual win ahead of a competitive field of four NEPSTA teams. 
Gavenas, who was two seconds behind the all-time fastest ninth-grade time on NMH's course, was 
followed by his classmates Luke Williamson ('25) and Luke Francis ('25), both of whom had 
exceptional finishing moves. Coming in fourth on the team, Captain Matthew Ottenbreit ('22) 
fought all the way to the finish in his return to the Varsity squad. Next was Constantine Krenteras 
(24), who ran several seconds faster than last weekend. Aidan Lin ('23) came in sixth for the Varsity 
(immediately after finishing the SAT!), and Max Gomez ('23) caught several runners in the last 200 
meters on his way to an excellent finish. The Varsity boys took third as a team. 
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In the final race of the day, the JV team picked up where the Varsity left off by establishing 
competitive positions early. Ethan Qi (23) took third overall with an excellent, tough race, and he 
was followed by a wave of PA runners working together in two packs: the first was Nolan 
Goldthwaite ('22) and Max Boesch-Powers ('24); the second was Jason Zhang ('23), Charles 
Goodyear (24), Luke Piasecki ('24), and John Wang ('22). It was fabulous team running out there in 
the NMH woods! Rounding out the JV squad were Bryan Chyu (23), Magnus Julin (25), and 
Nathan Godsey ('24)--with both Julin and Godsey making their PAXC debuts. JV took first as a

Leading the way once again, ‘l'am Gavenas (25) beat the field, winning in 16:12 and lowering his 
own ninth-grade class record. Trying to infiltrate a powerful NMH pack but ultimately running out 
of course, Aidan Lin ('23) and Luke Williamson (25) turned in incredible PR performances that 
bode well for future meets. The next four also ran personal record times: Isaac Heitmann ('22), 
captain Matthew Ottenbreit (22), Constantine Krenteras ('24), and Nolan Goldthwaite ('22).

PAXC traveled to Deerfield on a rainy Saturday to take on Big Green on their new home course, 
and the competition was intense. 
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On the Varsity side, Tam Gavenas ('25) raced shoulder-to-shoulder with Deerfield's number one for 
much of the day before the Deerfield runner pulled away in the final stretch after recovering from a 
tough fall. The great competition continued as Aidan Lin ('23) vied for the fourth overall slot with 
another strong Deerfield runner. Glen Cahilly (23), who 1s nearing full strength, ran brilliantly 
alongside Lin for much of the race and proved that he's ready for championship season. Captain 
Matthew Ottenbreit ('22) also had a big day, locking in a PR with a breakthrough race to get under 
18:00 for the first time. Constantine Krenteras ('24) stepped up with a huge 23-second PR to follow 
Ottenbreit. Isaac Heitmann (22) and Nolan Goldthwaite ('22) finished in the sixth and seventh 
Varsity spots, respectively, with Goldthwaite taking off 26 second from his previous fastest time. 
There was excellent racing on both sides, and ultimately, Deerfield prevailed on a competitive day. 
On the JV side, Andover runners cut through the mud to some fast times. Leading the way was 
ninth-grader Luke Williamson ('25), who stayed locked in despite falling prey to some slippery turns.

Exeter's top runner, Byron Grevious (PEA, '24), took the win in convincing fashion, crossing the 
line just three seconds slower than the course record. After another Exeter finisher, Andover's 
number one, Tam Gavenas ('25), lowered his own ninth-grade record by more than 10 seconds with 
a brilliant finishing kick. Next for Andover--in his first race in spikes--was Luke Williamson ('25), 
who paced teammate and captain Matthew Ottenbreit ('22) toward the finish. Isaac Heitmann ('22 
finished shortly afterward, followed closely by Aidan Lin ('23), Nolan Goldthwaite ('22), and Rohan 
Kapoor ('23), who ran a big race in his return to the home coutse. 

On the JV side, BXC raced to an incredible number of PRs, beginning with Sebastian Lemberger's 
('25) big day. Not only did Sebastian lower his PR by 46 seconds, he did it after performing in a full 
theatrical show immediately preceding the race. Now that's an amazing double! Constantine 
Krenteras ('24) put together a home course personal best time as PA's second JV runner, and Jason 
Zhang ('23) and Luke Francis (25) finished nearly side-by-side to take PA's third and fourth JV 
positions. Nigel Savage ('23) continued his steady improvement this fall with a great 15-second PR, 
and he was followed by Max Gomez ('23) and Bryan Chyu ('23) to round out the JV seven.

On a beautiful New England cross country day, the Phillips Academy boys' cross country toed the 
line in the NEPSTA championship race on their home course. BXC took full advantage of this 
once-in-a-decade experience of running the championship race on their home course by competing 
hard and leaving it all out there. 

The Varsity race started off fast with several expected front-runners, including Andover's own 
ninth-grade sensation, Tam Gavenas ('25), leading the way. Gavenas fought hard for a fourth-place 
overall run, taking four seconds off his PR to finish in a staggeringly fast 15:57.

The JV runners were out for a team title from the start, and they fought hard throughout the well- 
trod course to stay in contention with a great squad from Exeter. Luke Francis ('25) flew through 
the last stretch and was PA's top finisher, taking fourth overall and lowering his PR significantly in 
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the process. Rohan Kapoor (23), Constantine Krenteras ('24), and Jason Zhang ('23) finished within 
11 seconds of each other, toughing out the Lawn and holding their own in a competitive field to 
claim top-ten finishes. Next for Andover, Sebastian Lemberger (25) continued his brilliant late 
season running, taking fourteenth place overall. Bryan Chyu ('23) and Nigel Savage ('23) finished 
their last races strong and rounded out BXC's JV seven. In a close team competition, Andover JV 
took second as a team.

Andover Boys Cross Country Comes 8th Out of 32 Teams in “Rebirth” of the Team 


In his first cross country meet at Andover, Max Boesch-Powers ’24 was able to pass the finish line 
with the help and encouragement of Ethan Qi ’23. On Saturday, Andover Cross Country raced in at 
the Manchester Invitational, where it placed 8th out of 32 teams. 


Captain Matthew Ottenbreit ’22 attributed the meet’s success to the new faces on the team. 


“Pm very happy with how the meet went... we could not have asked for a better race for our return 
to competition after two years, and I think it was especially successful because we had so many 
runners who were competing for the first time, so we had some really good performances from our 
younger runners,” said Ottenbreit. 


According to Head Coach Patrick Rielly, both the new and returning students have been able to 
bond through the long-distance runs during after-school practice sessions. 


Coach Rielly said, “I think [the team bonding] has been great so far, there’s so much great energy on 
the team, we have 55 total runners, many of whom are new to not only the team but to the school, 
and so | think that one of the best things about running distance is that you get to go out and run 
with your friends after school, so I think I’m seeing a lot of that, like new friendships and rekindled 
friendships.” 


Running in packs was an area of focus that they worked towards 1n training sessions over the past 
few weeks, and according to Ottenbreit, this emphasis on collective running was one of the biggest 
positives he saw during the meet. 


“T think something that worked out really well at this meet was seeing everyone race in the same 
packs that we practiced [in] during our workouts in the week before. It’s really helpful for runners to 
be able to run with each other and face off with each other during a meet, and I think I was really 
happy to see that follow through from practice into the meets,” said Ottenbreit. 


Although some parts of training translate directly into the meet, Boesch-Powers believes that he can 
also improve by believing in his potential development and future growth through training. 


“T think I can do a better job at pushing myself in the middle of the race. Occasionally, I'll try to 
conserve energy and | don’t really want to make a move in the middle [because] I’m kind of nervous 
for the ending, where I’m afraid ’m going to just run out of energy and slow down or even just stop 
because it’s that tiring. But I think I need to have more faith in my training, and in my teammates 
because they’re all great,” said Boesch-Powers. 


According to Ottenbreit, this meet was a “rebirth” after the team was rekindled and a reminder of 
8 . . 
team unity after two years of no competition. 
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Ottenbreit said, “I almost see this meet as like a ‘rebirth’ of our team, after two years of no 
competitions, to see how much of the people, Seniors and Uppers, have progressed since they were 
Lowers, but also to see all these super talented new runners. I see that as a rebirth for our 
programme and definitely a great opportunity this season to lay the foundations again.”

Boys Cross Country Finds Success Among Lowerclassmen at N.M.H. Invitational 


Tam Gavenas ’25 strode through the final 200-meter stretch of the Northfield Mount Hermon 
(NMH) Invitational with a 21-second lead ahead of second place, finishing the five-kilometer race in 
16:48, the second fastest time run by a Junior on the course. Despite securing the first-place spot in 
the boys varsity race, Andover finished third out of four teams. 


Missing two Senior runners due to injuries, the team saw impressive performances from the 
lowerclassmen on the team, according to Captain Matthew Ottenbreit ’22. 


Ottenbreit said, “In terms of how this one went, we were missing two of our Senior runners, [Isaac 
Heitmann ’22] and [Jack Wilcox ’22], due to injuries... I think it’d be wrong if I didn’t mention 
Tam’s performance because Tam, one of the [Juniors] on the team, won the whole Invitational I 
think by 20 seconds, I can’t confirm that. He definitely got first, so that’s really representing our 
team well. I also think [Luke Williamson ’25] and [Luke Francis ’25], the other two [Juniors], got 
second and third for us actually.” 


Constantine Krenteras ’24 noted his excitement to see the Juniors excel in the race and optimism 
surrounding the future of the team as the season progresses. 


“T think most of all, my impression from this meet 1s that we saw some really great performances 
from our [Juniors]. Our top three racers were all [Juniors]. So that makes me really excited to see 
where our team will go in the future as they grow older and get faster,” said Krenteras. 


According to Luke Williamson ’25, the team ran well despite only having one person with 
experience on the course. 


“T think we ran pretty well... We’re a pretty new team though; only one person on varsity had run 
the course before; so that probably took away some speed. I personally am not great at going out 
fast. I was last at the beginning for Andover, and slowly I worked my way up to second, so I need to 
learn how to get going a little better. On the other hand, it’s possible that other people go out too 
fast,” wrote Williamson in an email to The Phil/iipian. 


With multiple runners surpassing opponents in the final leg of the race, the team saw impressive 
finishing efforts but needs to focus on starting the race more conservatively moving forward, 
according to Max Gomez ’23. 


Gomez said, “I think our finishes were really good. Everybody was passing a bunch of kids at the 
end, that’s something we’re really good at. I think something we can definitely work on is pacing. 
We usually start out pretty fast and we lose a lot of steam on the second mile, but other than that I 
thought it was pretty solid.” 


Ottenbreit shared a similar sentiment to Gomez, noting the difficulty of the course and the quick 
pace to start the race. 


“NMH definitely has a notoriously challenging course. I think, again, it’s really good to have these 
challenging courses early in the season... For me, this was my third time racing it, so I knew what | 
was expecting, but for a lot of the guys it was their first time on the course, so it’s always a big 
challenge. I think strategically, we started out the race a bit faster than most of the guys on the NMH 
team, which isn’t always a good thing because you always want to look at what the home team is 
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doing and see how they’re pacing and go based off of that because they know their course better. 
But I think everyone did a really good job staying in the zone on the hills and in the woods in the 
second and third mile, so I’m really proud of how everyone did and the effort that they put in,” said 
Ottenbreit.

Runner Tam Gavenas ’25 Leads the Charge in Andover Boys Cross Country Win Against 
Choate 


Tam Gavenas 725 set the 9th grade Andover course record in Andover Boys Cross Country’s first 
home cross country meet since November 2019. Alongside Gavenas, Aidan Lin ’23 secured a 
personal best time on the course. With the efforts of the entire team, Andover was able to come out 
victorious in a 32-23 win against Choate. 


Race winner Gavenas expressed that the home coutse advantage is not ‘make or break’ and believes 
that the team can create energy and support each other anywhere it goes. 


Gavenas said, “‘it’s all about the team’s energy, and no matter what, our team will be supportive, [so] 
shout out to the girls’ team for supporting us on “Heartbreak Hill.’ I think [the energy] would be the 


same at Choate, but running here, we’re used to this as we practice here every day.” 


According to Captain Matthew Ottenbreit ’22 and Coach Patrick Reilly, running together in packs 
proved to be a helpful strategy that transferred from practice into the meet. 


Ottenbreit said, “We worked on a strategy called pack running. [It is] something that we had been 
working on all week. When we work out, we make sure to pace with someone else. During the hard 
parts of the course like the hills and the sanctuary, it is important to keep pace with someone else to 
stay motivated.” 


“So, we typically have in a workout or a meet a few things to keep in mind. This week the phrase 
was pack running. You'll have teammates in a race with the same abilities as you, and if you see them 
make a move, you move with them and if they struggle, cheer them on. [We run in packs] to support 
each other throughout the race,” Coach Reilly said. 


Despite the spectacular races run by certain individuals, the win was by no means a solo effort. 
Coach Reilly acknowledged how many runners participated and all contributed to the win. 


Coach Reilly said, “[Having] really positive energy [was a driving force in the win,] and normally in 
away meets we are limited to the number of seats on the bus. But this meet was home, so we were 
able to have all runners who were healthy to compete, and there was some nervous excitement 


throughout the race.” 


Andover will be hosting the “New England’s” this season which only happens at Andover once 
every ten years, but for now, the team looks ahead to next week where it will be on the road facing 
off against St. Paul’s.

Tam Gavenas ’25 Breaks Andover Home Course Junior Record; Brings Speed, Passion, and 


Energy to Boys Cross Country 


ae i f Tam Gavenas ’25 clocked a 16:33 in his first-time racing on Andover’s cross- 
country course, marking the 28th fastest time ever recorded on the course in 
= program history and setting a new Junior record. 


According to Gavenas, the support of his teammates played a major role in this 
achievement. 
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“T think I ran really well because there was such a good positive attitude. When I was in the race, my 
whole face was focused. You’ve probably seen photos, but it was like completely zoned in. I was 
laughing in my head a little bit because my teammates were shouting... at Heartbreak [Hill]... It just 
felt super smooth because I felt like we were really being lifted up... because everybody was 
cheering for each other,” said Gavenas. 


Gavenas has been running for fun ever since he was little. His competitive running journey first 
started in great part due to the encouragement of his mom and the extensive running history of his 
home country, Ethiopia. 


Gavenas said, “It was basically because my native country is one of the strongest long-distance 
running places in the world. I was born in high-altitude... | used to run in the playground constantly 
when I was little, and my mom was like, ‘Okay, he has a lot of energy. I need to get him to his naps 
and make sure his energy is out.” 


When joining the team this fall, Gavenas not only brought his talent, but also his passion for the 
sport, natural compassion for other people, and lightheartedness, according to Captain Matthew 
Ottenbreit ’22 and teammate Nolan Goldthwaite ’22. 


“Tam as a teammate is extremely energetic. I think that he is a really wholesome part of the team. 
At the start of the season, he was really eager to get to know everyone and I think he brings a lot of 
passion to the team,” said Ottenbreit. 


“He adds a youthfulness to the team. He goofs around a lot, sometimes doesn’t listen, but when 
[ve talked to him in deeper conversations, he’s very caring. He runs with a lot of heart, and he cares 
a lot about the team and the team members,” added Goldthwaite. 


When racing, Gavenas’ focus shifts from his teammates to running as fast as he possibly can, 
according to Head Coach Patrick Reilly. 


“When he’s running and competing, it’s not that he loses that energy, it just is transferred into a real 
focus on what he’s doing. I think he has real toughness and real intensity. When he’s running, it’s 
incredible to watch,” said Coach Reilly. 


On race day, Gavenas has recently adopted a new ritual to keep his mind in the zone. 


“(Girls Cross Country team member Charlotte Whitehurst ’22] and I, in the first race of the season, 
did a walk where we were completely silent. ..1 feel like that helped us focus, and before and during 
the race, I put my hand to my lip and we go like, ‘Shhh,”’ said Gavenas. 


Since Gavenas is still early in his high school career, Coach Reilly believes the most important goal 
is to maintain Gavenas’ love for the sport and overall health. 


“For Tam, the biggest thing is that again, cross country stays a place of success for him, just that he 
feels good about being there, and he’s happy to be part of the team. I think that’s kind of the major 
goal... In terms of competitive goals, we want to get him as fast over 5k as we can while keeping 
him healthy and strong,” said Coach Rielly. 


Right now, Gavenas chooses to focus on more specific aspects for improvement; he hopes to work 
on maintaining control over his own mind and body when racing. 


Gavenas said, “I have goals, but my main goals are just to make sure to stick with a positive 
attitude, be always focused, and just not wave my arms... You know, completely focused, perfect 
form.” 


Gavenas will be looking to improve upon his early success in the remaining three home meets of 
the season.

Boys Cross Country Head Coach Patrick Rielly Connects Team Through Inherited 
Traditions 


In his two seasons leading the team, Andover Boys Cross Country Head 
Coach Patrick Rielly has focused on carrying out traditions. These traditions 
include doing ‘poets and pushups’ and going to the Springbok Gazelle race at 
the end of the term, according to Rielly. 


“There are many of them. A couple of my favourites is that, for the first run 
of the season, for pre-season, we always go up to Holt Hill and we get in a 
circle around the Sillister stones and do poets and pushups... Everyone names 
a poet and then we do a pushup for each one as kind of a nice way to start, and it merges that 
English teacher-cross country coach kind of thing... [Another tradition we have is] having the 
people who are not running [competitively] at New England’s intramural meet called the Springbok 
Gazelle race... I think [it is] a very fun event, great team event, we do that every year. So those are 
two that Coach Savelford established before my time, and we’ve carried it on through the years,” 
said Rielly. 


Rielly emphasises that cross country is a sport in which progress is often invisible over a short 
period of time, but very visible long-term. 


Rielly said, “[What] I say to the team all the time is that we want to control what we can control and 
we're trying to get a little bit better, a little bit stronger every day. The thing about endurance 
running and distance running 1s that it’s an incremental improvement over a long period of time, 
which can be frustrating, but if you have patience and you commit to the training, you’re going to 
see significant gains over a season and over a year as you run. So, to me, trying to get a little bit 
stronger every day is my governing idea for cross country.” 


Captain Matthew Ottenbreit ’22 appreciates Rielly’s coaching as well as his mentorship outside of 
cross country. 


“Something I really appreciate about Coach Rielly’s approach 1s that he always prioritizes consistent, 
long-term improvement and believes that anyone can become a strong runner by improving a little 
bit every day. He also reminds us that having a balanced lifestyle outside of practice is essential to 
our success as runners and makes it clear that he cares about us not just as athletes but also as 
students and people,” wrote Ottenbreit in an email to The Phi/lipian. 


Rielly believes his main role as head coach of the team is to provide ‘a place of successes for 
runnets in various forms. 


“I care about them as people, as whole people. I think that’s the number one thing for me, it’s that 
cross country can be a place of success for everyone, and success looks different for everyone, 
depending on their experience [and] depending on their health in that season, but I think it can be a 
place of success for everyone, and to me, that’s the biggest role, and that’s why I hope to relate with 
the athletes as people first, just whole people who have rich, exciting lives outside of cross country. I 
hope cross country is a good part of their day,” said Rielly. 


Tam Gavenas °25 attributes the team’s strong bond to Rielly’s ability to foster a close-knit team 
culture. 


“He [helped me with the transition] more than I expected. He’s a great coach. I just enjoy his 
attitude because he’s like, “You’re here to run. You’ve got this, but you’re also here because the team 
is going to help you improve.’ It’s just a well-connected team. We all know each other well, and we 
always have a good attitude. I know I say this a lot, but attitude is really important,” said Gavenas.

Andover Boys Cross Country Captain Matthew Ottenbreit ’22 began his 
cross-country career in early middle school. Growing up, his dad proved to 
be a great inspiration for him because he was a runner himself. Although 
cross country was not Ottenbreit’s main sport before coming to Andover, 


joining the team has helped him grow his love for the sport. 


According to Ottenbreit, his favorite aspect of the sport is the long-term 
growth that can be achieved. 


“There are very concrete goals that you can set for yourself and achieve. That’s really important for a 
sport that you’re participating in for the long term. Coach Rielly really emphasizes improving a little 
bit every day, and I think that’s what it’s about, just consistency and faith in your training.” 
Ottenbreit said. 


According to teammates Bryan Chyu ’23 and Luke Williamson ’25, Ottenbreit is a supportive leader 
who supplies the team with enthusiasm every day. 


Chyu said, “He [has] kind of [always] acted as the leader of the team. This year, as he became the 
captain, I think his leadership, in a way, consolidated the group even more. His kindness and 
leadership make him a good leader.”

According to Ottenbreit, he was fueled by his teammates to come back even stronger than before 
after an injury last season. 


Ottenbreit said, “One thing [Il say is that one obstacle I’ve had 1s that, pretty much the same week I 
was elected captain, or around the same time I was elected, so the fall season of last year, I actually 
had a pretty serious injury with one of the growth plates on my hips. That resulted in me having to 
take three months off and pretty much no exercise. I think that was a difficult challenge because 
before that I had spent a lot of time building up my aerobic base and I felt that that injury sort of 
reset that. I think that the encouragement that I’ve had from my teammates and my coach and 


everything has really helped me come back.”

Boys Cross Country Outpaced by St. Paul’s, Maintains Positive Attitude 


Despite the perfect fall racing conditions on Saturday and securing the 
first-place finisher in the race, Andover Boys Cross Country suffered a 24- 
31 loss to St. Paul’s. The team’s dual meet record now stands at 1-1. 


The team didn’t dwell over the loss; rather, the excitement from the 

= newer runners competing in their first away meet radiated throughout the 
team and turned the meet into a fun bonding experience, according to 
Nolan Goldthwaite ’22. 


“Before the race, we were all really excited. For some of us, this was our 
first away meet... and after on the bus, it was really fun; we kept our traditions alive, and we drank 
lots of chocolate milk...

Going into the race, Andover wanted to run near the St. Paul’s runners, as they knew their home 
course best, according to Luke Williamson ’25. 


“We weren’t looking to set PRs, but we wanted to beat St. Paul’s... That was the main goal. The 
strategy was to stick with the St. Paul’s guys because they knew the course, and don’t let them box 
you out. They know how to run [the course], and [we wanted] to run with them the way they were 
running it,” said Williamson. 


Despite the attempt to run alongside other St. Paul’s runners, Max Boesch-Powers ’24 noticed that 
the team was still outpaced by its opponents due to the unfamiliarity of the technical course. 


“They definitely performed better... I think the course was extremely technical, and St. Paul’s really 
took advantage of pacing themselves well and really pushing themselves, and we lost in that regard.

According to Heitmann and Goldthwaite, pack running and maintaining focus allowed the team to 
support one another during the race, especially at ttmes when the cheering of spectators and 
competition from nearby opponents were absent.

Tam Gavenas ’25 sped down the course in a cutthroat race with a Deerfield runner on Deerfield’s 
home course. Gavenas ultimately finished second just behind the opposing runner, unable to catch 
up in the home stretch after lending a hand to the other runner, who had taken a fall. Andover 
settled for a 33-25 defeat against Deerfield, bringing its dual meet record to 1-3.

It was a new course to all of us and that’s 
always a challenge because you don’t know the optimal way to run it and pace the course,” said 
Ottenbreit. 


Despite the harsh conditions, Ottenbreight believes the team remained optimistic and pushed 
throughout the entire race. 


“We knew we couldn’t control the weather, so everyone really leaned into the tough conditions and 
embraced it...I thought everyone just performed really well,” said Ottenbreit. 


Constantine Krenterras ’24 agreed, adding that Andover runners stayed calm even through the 
unfavorable conditions. 


Krenterra said, “[We were able to] keep our composure and spirits up even though it was not a very 
nice day.” 


Though Andover did not leave Deerfield with a win, Ottenbreit feels that the team had notable 
performances. According to Ottenbreit, many members of the team rose to the challenge, including 
Matt Wasilewski 24, who beat his personal record by two minutes and seven seconds in the race.

The last year has certainly been a challenge for many teams who were unable to practice. Girls Cross Country 
was no exception, but according to Alvarez, the team was still able to perform well and identify areas that 
require further practice and refinement. 

Alvarez said, “I mean it’s the first race, you don’t really know what to expect, and for most of us, at least I 
know for me, this is my first race in two years... since Lower Year we weren’t allowed to race due to Covid{- 
19]. It was kind of a blind entry because we were all sort of disconnected from racing for a while. Pm very 
proud of everyone for going out there and doing their best. There were definitely so many areas in which 
throughout the season we will work on, but right now I’m happy with how it went. ’'m very proud of 
everyone.” 

Elizabeth Zhang ’22 and Alvarez both point out how bonding between teammates makes a more supportive 
and comfortable environment. 

“Usually, we all do a team dinner before our race on Saturdays. The girls who are racing will write each other 
letters called Secret Sights, you don’t know who the letter is from and there are little notes of 
encouragement,” Alvarez said. 

Zhang added, “Right before the race, we will do our team cheer... I can really feel the energy. The day before 
the race, our entire team did a really easy campus run, and then we ran down the steps of [Samuel Phillips 
Hall] just cheering. It was just a really great bonding experience and it really pumped our blood up for the 
next day.” 

Looking towards the future, Zhang stated that the team should work out logistics whether it be diets, sleep, 
or exercise. 

“T think [we need to work on] working hard during the workouts and taking easy days easy and just 
remembering to get enough sleep and eat healthily. I think overall, the girls are doing really great. I think 
everyone is on top of their game right now. When school gets a little busier, I think we all have to remember 
to watch out for each other,” Zhang said.

Chants of “Go Andover!” and “Go Giselle!” propelled Giselle Jones-Mollod ’22 to the finish line as

With Charlotte Whitehurst ’22 placing first and Tiffany Tang ’22 
and Caroline Empey ’22 following closely behind in second and 
third place, respectively, Andover Girls Cross Country beat St. 
Paul’s 19-40. The team’s record now stands at 2-0. 


Even with the quick switch from mental thinking to physical 
ee activity, Vanessa Fan ’23 did not find changing her mindset from 
completing the PSAT to running in a race on the same day as difficult as she thought it would be. 


Fan said, “At first, I thought it would be pretty stressful because you’re going from something that’s very 
mental in the morning to something that’s very physical in the afternoon. But it was also nice because it was a 
chance to take my mind off of all the work I had to do, and all I can do 1s just focus on running in the 
moment.” 


According to Elizabeth Zhang ’22 and Empey, the changes in the lineup caused the team’s usual strategy of 
pack running to be more difficult as the players had become so accustomed to running with the same people 


Empey added, “This week was a bit of a different race plan. [Patricia Tran ’24,] the girl I normally run with, 
wasn’t running this week, and so our coach, Coach Lambert, made a bit of a different plan for this week. 
Charlotte, Tiffany, and I, because we’re the top three runners for Andover this weekend... we kind of did a 
tempo first mile, we did a slower pace than we normally go out in, we kind of let the St. Paul’s girls lead the 
first mile. At the mile mark, we just sped up, we switched gears. We really focused on the middle miles and 
we ran closer to our race paces during the second and third mile. We ended up finishing one, two, and three, 
so it was good for Andover.” 


Fan also notes that St. Paul’s course was much different than Andover’s, which benefited some members of 
the Andover team, while others felt more comfortable in the team’s home course. 
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“It’s very different from the home course. [On] the home course in Andover, we have a super big hill that we 
go up. This one was more flat compared to that, but there’s a bunch of little bumps throughout it. So, 
sometimes you'd be going super down and you get some nice acceleration and you might have a tiny hill after 
that even. Some people enjoyed it a lot because it was super flat. I personally still enjoy the home course 
more, I’m just more comfortable with that one.” 


Though the team’s plan was executed well and proved to work out well, Zhang looks to the future, saying 
that the team needs to focus on its health, whether it be mental or physical, especially during this time of year. 


“T think [the team can improve by] just being more careful with our health. Of course, that’s a hard order 
because we’re coming out of midterms week and not everyone is getting a lot of sleep. Also there’s this 
campus cold going around. So, not all of our racers are at like 100 percent. But, we have lives outside of cross 
country, so I guess like trying to take care of our health especially as midterms and the cold come around.” 
Zhang said.

Girls Cross Country Coach Keri Lambert Enforces A “Team Mindset” 


In her first season coaching, Girls Cross Country Head Coach Keri Lambert hopes to uphold 
teamwork and togetherness as the team’s core value this year. Reflected in her actions as coach, 
the emphasis on collaboration and a team mindset can be seen through more group focused 
running strategies. 


Lambert said, “The values that I hope runners take from cross country is just that real team 
mindset that requires everyone to work on behalf of their teammates, and to support their 


teammates, and build one another up, day in and day out, in order to really kind of savor the 
hard work that goes into this sport and to make the most of the training.” 


Lambert elaborated that her favorite aspect of cross country was the potential for team building. Rather than 
cross country being an individual sport, she stated that certain features of the sport encouraged unity and 


group effort. 


“I would say that one of the things that I love most about cross country is that it turns what could be 
considered an individual’s sport, mainly running, into a team sport, in so far how the meets are scored, and 
how workouts and training kind of take place. And I think that cross country really, in a really visceral way, 
kind of captures the nonsibi value actually, of the school,” Lambert said. 


Captain Natasha Muromcew ’22 highlighted the efforts that Lambert has undertaken to create team bonding 
experiences not just within the training regimen but also outside of the sport. Muromcew also stated that 
these events helped teammates spend time with injured teammates who weren’t able to participate in 
training. 


Muromcew said, “Last Friday, she got us games and we had pumpkin carving contests. It was just really nice 
to be together as a team and a really low-stress situation where we could just hang out and not run, because a 
lot of our teammates are injured, so it’s hard for us to be together. So she’s very conscious of the team.” 


Not only does Lambert focus on runners’ conditions while they run, she also focuses on building healthy 
habits and self-care practices after races. Post-running care is an emphasized aspect of cross-country training 
this season, according to Lambert. 


“Weve been focusing on self care and trying to develop better running habits: better biomechanical form, 
better post run and post workout recovery habits, in order to be well rounded, strong runners, ideally to help 
prevent injuries but also just to learn about what it takes to be a strong, healthy runner, not just in terms of 
like the hard work that we do at practice, but also things like fueling and sleeping and hydrating and stretching 
and rolling after workouts and things like that,” Lambert noted. 


Despite rough conditions, Lambert always pushes the team to adapt to different circumstances, encouraging 
moments of mindfulness. She helps the team to embrace any situation and to use those conditions to its 
advantage, according to Maya Tang ’23. 
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“We were practicing in rainy and muddy conditions and she encouraged the team to not see that as a bad 
thing and to just continue to push ourselves even when it’s hard. She'll have a few minutes of mindfulness 
and to visualize our race and its entities. Some excerpts like mind exercises are helpful to get through the 
really tough parts of the course because she has us think of a mantra and to repeat it,” Tang said. 


As the team heads into the end of the season and plans to host the elite championships, Lambert expressed 
her gratitude towards the team’s resilience and strength. She further stated that the runners’ work ethic and 
team spirit continued to inspire her. 


“What I take from watching them do those workouts and support one another and cheer one another on is 
really just like a strong sense of inspiration. And this is just a special group that really savor all of the 
challenges that come with cross country. They aren’t daunted by tough workouts or fast speeds. They’re not 
daunted by cold weather... Just the way that they’re able to spin what other athletes or students might see as 
major challenges into wonderful experiences that they support one another through is really inspiring. It’s a 
great way to finish my day.”

According to Co-Captain Mary Stuart Kerrigan ’22, the 5-0 loss mostly came down to Worcester’s overall 
technical ability.

Traversari Sotomayor ’23 risked herself to make a series of valuable saves that resulted in collisions with the 

other team. Despite the determined performance, Andover Girls Soccer struggled to find another goal against 

Tabor Academy on Saturday, resulting in a 1-2 loss. The team’s record now stands at 2-1-3. 

According to Alejandra Alicea ’24, the team was forced to find creative solutions to combat and exploit 

Tabor’s defense. 

Alicea said, “Tabor wasn’t better than any of the teams we’ve played. They played a different type of game 

that we were used to. Their defensive line liked to press high and hang around the half.” 
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Despite the defensive challenges, the game against Tabor Academy was much less of a physical battle. Rather, 
during and before the game, the team emphasized mantras and focused on its core values to build mental 
strength, according to Traversari and Marie Marleau 22.

Marleau added, “We didn’t really change any practice plans, we are a team that thrives on having fun and 
playing for each other and that’s exactly what we did all week to prepare for the game.” 

According to Kendall Toth ’24 and Traversari, the Trot for Special Tots 5k over the weekend inspired the 
team to dedicate its game against Tabor Academy to Coach Phinney’s son with a disability, Georgie Phinney. 
One mantra, in particular, served as a driving force throughout the game. 

“This weekend we played for something bigger than ourselves. We played for our team, our values, and 
shoutout [to] little Georgie Phinney — we played for you!... ‘We can do hard things’ has been our mantra 
recently,” Toth said. 

“If during any point of the game it got tough, we thought about Georgie, about how if he can get up every 
single day and get through his hard life, we can also do hard things,” Traversari added. 

The team’s determination to win for Georgie resulted in frustration when the game didn’t play out as 
expected, according to Toth. 

Toth said, “This team is strong and full of real love. Our desire and passion are second to none, [so] we were 
absolutely gutted. That was one of the most painful and infuriating games we have played, and we will take it 
and use this fire to come back even stronger. We don’t want to feel like that again, so we will improve and we 
won’t let it happen again.” 

Despite the loss, Traversari believes that the team effectively won back and then retained the ball. 

“Clearly we were the more organized team; we were possessing the ball more. I think yesterday we learned 
that the score doesn’t truly indicate who was the best team,” said Traversari.

In an electrifying Saturday game on Graves Field, Liberty Stam ’22 rebounded the ball

Graves Field has been home to practices since the beginning of the Andover Girls Soccer program and, 
according to Kate McCool ’23, playing on it served as a motivating factor in the Choate game. 


“We only play on Graves field once a season against Choate every time, [so] we were saying, ‘We don’t lose 
on Graves... this is our kitchen,’ This is a place that we spend two hours at every afternoon, so Graves [is] a 
really special field to us. We didn’t want to lose on it. We wanted to crush Choate on Graves, on our home 
field, so [there was] definitely a lot of passionate, intense energy before the game,” said McCool. 


Going into the game, the team knew that Choate was going to be a strong opponent; however, it kept a 
positive mindset that capitalized on Choate’s over-confidence, according to Tori Darling ’22. 


Darling said, “Before every game, we have this mindset of ‘We need to go in, we need to try our best, and we 
need to show up’ because any opponent on any day can surprise you. I think Choate came in a little confident 
because they’ve played teams we've lost and tied to. [But we knew that [these] records [don’t determine who 
wins].” 


In addition to Andover’s positivity, Darling believes the support from injured teammates allowed the team to 
remain courageous and composed against the obstacles they faced. 


“Our coaches always tell us that when you play to not make mistakes, you play scared. You can only make 
good passes, those through balls, and take those amazing shots when you have courage. The players who are 
injured, they played a really important role in supporting us and being sideline coaches and just keeping 
morale really high,” said Darling. 
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Tactically, the team performed well both offensively and defensively, nullifying a strong Choate attack and 
being clinical in the final third, according to McCool. 


“T think Choate had a very good attacking third, which was a bit challenging for our defense. I think more 
than ever, our defense really came together to defend Choate’s attack. Also, we just did a really good job on 
finishing our shots because we have been working on taking more shots and placing them,” said McCool.

“We have found a lot of success with our [defenders], we had a few injuries with our two outside backs but 
they’re all back now, and I feel like right now our communication throughout the field has been really good, 
and that’s where we have found success,” said Kelly. 

According to Kelly, the team is focusing on minimizing fouls and making the most of scoring opportunities. 

“We need to work on finishing goals and not giving up as many fouls as we have. We’re a very passionate 
team, I think sometimes that reflects on our decisions on the field, so I think right now we need to get the 
ball in the back of the net,” said Kelly.

according to Sofia Traversari ’23.

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Andover Girls Soccer Co-Captain Mary Stuart Kerrigan ’22 Leads with 
‘Tough Love’ and Encouragement 


~ In all four years of her Andover career, Andover Girls Soccer Co-Captain Mary 
Stuart Kerrigan ’22 has played a versatile role in the team and now leads through 
; her extensive experience and knowledge of the game. According to Kerrigan, her 
ability to plavih many aicietar positions in the field comes from her love of the game. 


“T think I just love the game of soccer, so especially growing up before Andover, I always loved just playing 
any position on the field, because that means you were in the game. Especially being a midfielder, you get 
back on defense, but you also score goals, and there’s a lot of running back and forth, so I think that enables 
me to be able to play multiple positions well,” said Kerrigan. 


Sofia Traversari ’23 highlights fitness as one of Kerrigan’s strengths that allows her to play many positions 
and run around the pitch. 


“What I’ve seen from [Kerrigan] is that she’s probably one of the top fittest players on the team... She could 
be sprinting for hours and she won’t get tired. She is an actual machine. She also plays soccer year-round, 
because she plays [for]... the best club in New England, and in the summer she won [the national 
championships] with her club... The fact that she’s playing soccer consistently, even outside [Andoverl, is 
what I think makes her even better on the field, because she’s full, 100 percent committed to soccer,” said 
Traversari. 


Head Coach Lisa Joel describes Kerrigan as a player who fights to win; Joel believes Kerrigan enjoys that 
aspect of the game. 


“[Kerrigan] is a true competitor. There is not any aspect of this game that she is not playing to win, and with 
that intensity inspires others to play with intensity, too. She raises the level of passion on the field. [Kerrigan] 
loves to compete; she loves to win in the sense of all the individual wins that happen on the field, like the 
tackle, the 50/50 ball, the corner kick. Every moment, she brings her full self to it, and she expects that of her 
teammates, so in that way, she will have a really big college career because she just loves the game and brings 
intensity to the game,” said Joel. 


Traversari says Kerrigan’s experience in soccer allows her to lead the team to maximize potential for a win by 
instructing the team to adapt to different scenarios. 


“She’s probably one of our smartest players, too. She knows when and how to give the ball to our players so 
we can effectively score a goal, or even when we’re losing or winning, she will know like, hey, it’s like, we got 
to defend now, not really attack. Or like, let’s [not try] to score in the next five minutes, let’s try just to 
defend. Or when we’re winning by a lot, and the game is about to end and we have like three minutes left, she 
makes sure... smart moves to waste time intentionally, so that we can win the game. So she’s a very, very sly 
player on the field,” said Traversari. 


Nevertheless, Traversari says Kerrigan is a leader who lets her confidence and cheerfulness lead naturally. 


“What I love about her is that she’s so accepting, and she will not judge you if you make a mistake. She will 
encourage you to keep doing better, and as I mentioned, a leader is someone who leads the team but doesn’t 
demand, and I don’t think she demands at all. She encourages others, and through encouragement and 
through the.... confidence she emanates and her cheerfulness, I think that’s how she leads the team, without 
her really saying, ‘’m going to lead you,’ or ‘this is what you have to do,’ or ‘this is what you’re not supposed 
to do.” 


Kerrigan will continue her athletic and academic career at the University of Chicago.

“To win. Not to tie. Not to not lose. GVS plays to win, and we do whatever it takes for the 
team and each other.” 

_— This is Girls Soccer Head Coach Lisa Joel’s mantra and all of her players know it by heart. In 
her 23 years of coaching Andover Girls Soccer, Joel has worked tirelessly to nurture a 
supportive and empowering team culture. She firmly believes the lessons learned and 
relationships created from playing soccer translate to life off the field. 

“My hope is that a player’s experience on GVS becomes one of their most defining experiences while they’re 
at Andover, no matter what period of time they spend on the field with us... and helps them to understand 
their personal power and ability to do more than they think is possible. The achievement of that is largely 
based on the support of their teammates... Quite frankly, my hope is that GVS impacts who they are once 
they leave here,” said Joel. 

According to Co-Captain Myra Bhathena ’22, Joel prioritizes both the physical and mental health of her 
athletes. 

Bhathena said, “Lisa is one of the greatest people on this planet, in my opinion. I think she has such a great 
balance of care for her players while being really competitive and wanting to win. She really cares for our 
mental and physical well-being and so that balance of love and discipline works very well for us. That 
compassion just makes a difference.” 

Joel clearly conveys her expectations for the team, staying in constant communication and building trust with 
each individual player, according to Sofia Traversari ’23. 

“Her leadership and her eloquence as she speaks emanate a sense of confidence and encouragement to every 
single player on this team... she is aware that for each one of us to perform our best, thus lead the pathway 
of success for GVS, we must first start with taking care of our bodies, our sleep, our nutrition and most 
importantly our mental and emotional health. Us, the players, truly absorb and appreciate this idea and we 
make sure to execute the plan accordingly,” wrote Traversari in an email to The Phillipian. 

While Andover Girls Soccer is known for being a tough competitor, Joel believes that the learning 
opportunities players experience during matches are equally as important as winning. 

“We love to compete, everyone loves to win, but if winning is strictly defined by a score [or an] outcome, 
then I think we miss all the lessons along the way. As I’ve always said to the girls, there are wins that don’t 
feel that great in terms of how we play or how we feel at the end, and there are losses we really feel good 
about when we walk away because we gave our all. That’s what I really feel is important to focus on for the 
team is sort of the process as much as the outcome,” said Joel. 

For both Traversari and Bhathena, Joel has been an instrumental figure in their growth as teammates and 
people outside of the sport. 

“We both share a deep passion for the sport of soccer and we both truly see it for more than a sport, and I 
think that is what makes me so close to Lisa and what I truly respect from her: She is truly driven by the love 
of the sport and what makes her different from any other coach 1s her ability to form deep connections with 
her players to effectively [form] a healthy, well-rounded and united group of girls that ultimately play for each 
other,” wrote Traversari. 

Bhathena added, “Lisa is my second mom on campus and in my life. I think she’s seen me grow not only as a 
player but as a leader, as a person. I was a really, really timid [Junior] on her team three years ago. I think she’s 
just been there throughout it all, building my confidence and my skills to make me the captain I am today. I 
could not be here without her.” 

Throughout her years of coaching, the team has participated in a wide variety of traditions, such as the annual 
Holt Hill run and the pre-game tradition of holding hands in a large circle.

Boys Water Polo Wins Both Games in Second Doubleheader of the Season 


Tying Deerfield in the first two periods of the game, an assist from Sean Meng ’22 to a goal by 
Marcel Montemayor Fontes ’23 in the final period allowed Andover Boys Water Polo to take the 
lead in a close 13-12 victory on Saturday. Earlier in the day, the team beat Westminster 15-6, 
bringing its record to 3-2. 

According to Andrew Chinn ’24, the two wins were the result of a full team effort, with every 
player contributing through assists, saves, or goals. 

Chinn said, “Marcel was one of the most valuable players on our team scoring a total of 7 goals 
across both games. Marek [Deveau ’23], Nick [Donaldson ’23] and Hank [Yang ’22] continue to 
provide a strong defensive anchor for the team, across the three of them totaling nine steals, and 
Beckett [McKee’ 22] and Sean sharing a total of nine assists over the weekend.

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Andover Water Polo Bounces Back with Convincing Victory after Loss on Saturday 


Marcel Montemayor ’23 scored three goals in the first six 
minutes of the game against St. John’s Prep on 
Wednesday, helping Andover Boys Water Polo secure a 
dominant 16-3 victory on the road after a close 10-12 loss 
against Williston Northampton on Saturday. The team’s 
record now stands at 4-3. 


Trey Wolfe ’23 says that despite the loss to Williston, the 
team is proud to have played a competitive game against 
such a strong team of Williston’s caliber. 


Wolfe said, “They were organised, but... we stood up to the challenge, I think. We still played our game 
last weekend and... even though we lost last weekend, coming that close to beating a team that good, it 
means a lot.” 


According to Theodore Kim ’23, one player in the team who kept the team going after a loss against 
Williston to beat the Prep was Montemayor, whose energy both in and out of the pool inspires positivity in 
the team. 


“T think one... person that really kept our spirits up [is] Marcel. He’s just a really good team player, he’s 
really been like a really positive source [of energy], and you know, on the bus rides, he always sings the 
loudest, things like that.

According to Montemayor, he tries to show the team that hard work can surpass the talent that one starts 
with. 


“T think the way that I try to motivate people, especially because we have such a big team and there’s 
always people coming in with not a lot of experience playing water polo, is telling them that it’s not where 
you start, it’s what you do in the moment, it’s all about trying to put the work in and effort,” said 
Montemayor. 


Between the loss on Saturday and the victory on Wednesday, the team worked on defensive strategies, 
specifically ‘crashing on the hole’, according to Nicholas Donaldson ’23. 


“We have very good offensive players from the get-go, but our defence needed a bit more coordination, 
and Coach Hurley emphasised that I think in training. We worked on crashing on the hole specifically, 
that’s a play in water polo where the main guy up front for the other team just basically gets clobbered in 
the centre, and we just shut him down, and I feel like that helped us a lot, because St. John’s barely 
scored,” said Donaldson. 


The difference in mindset when playing both teams was that the team was more aggressive in its win 
against the Prep, but was more timid and conservative when playing Williston, according to Montemayor.

back and get back on track,” said Montemayor.

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Boys Water Polo Head Coach Dale Hurley Emphasises Continuously Building off of Weaknesses 
to Improve as a Team 


In his third year leading Boys Water Polo, Head Coach Dale Hurley looks to 
continue to learn and improve in the team’s final six games and three tournaments. 


According to Hurley, he focuses on paying attention to both teams during 
competitions and tries to take away effective strategies. He noted that the team has 
gradually improved over the past few seasons after learning from losses. 


“The losses are where you learn. So when you lose a game, I always tell the guys 
that they need to walk away from it and know what the other team did really well 
so that we can incorporate it in our game. Because they are in the water... They need to know what the 
other guys are doing, and we’ve incorporated that into every one of our games throughout the season. 
That’s why our Varsity has gotten better and better through the years, because every team we play and we 
lose against, we get better. So it feels like the team 1s riding high right now, but really, they’re waiting for 
the next opponent to beat them so they can learn a little bit more,” said Hurley. 


Hurley also emphasizes toughness which forces other teams to have to be scrappy to have a chance at 
beating Andover. 


“Water polo, in general, is a sport where people play dirty and get away with it fairly easily, and I think the 
main thing that I want the guys to do on our team is [to] have a different perspective when that happens. If 
they’re playing dirty against us, that means that they really have to play dirty to beat us,” said Hurley. 


While other teams may stoop to a lower level of play and sportsmanship, Hurley maintains a set of 
standards for the Andover team. 


Hurley said, “But we don’t want to return the favor. We want to play our game, we want to play a clean 
game, and we want to beat them and be the better team. Sometimes, being the better team doesn’t 
necessarily mean winning, being the better team just means doing it the right way and then learning from 
what they’re doing, and we'll take advantage of it... There are times when there’s a lot of physical fighting 
going on in the water, and the thing ts, I tell the guys, don’t get tied up in that mess.” 


According to Co-Captain Sean Meng ’22, Hurley has the eye to identify the team’s strengths and 
weaknesses. 


“{Hurley] has also identified our strengths and weaknesses very, very well, so we target practices to train 
those. What we've realized throughout the season 1s that our defense is really good—I would say top three 
in the league —and so defense is something we pretty much have figured out. At this point we are focusing 
on fast breaks, we are focusing on counterattack offense because we have that defensive advantage, and I 
think that has been really helpful in games so far,” said Meng. 


Co-Captain James Isenhower ’22 describes the team as ‘adaptive’ and attributes that to Hurley’s ability to 
quickly analyze the opposition’s strengths and weaknesses. 


Isenhower said, “He’s very good at assessing the other team like during warmups and during the game. 
He’s really good at adapting to the other team’s weaknesses and sort of telling us what we need to do to fix 
that. I think he does an awesome job of figuring out the other team’s strategy and sort of adapting ours to 
that. We’re a very adaptive team and | think we sort of owe that to him.” 


According to Hurley, he encourages his team to try and take out opponents’ strengths to force them to use 
their weaknesses. 


“There are strengths and weaknesses from each team, and we try to find... a method to take out their 
strongest thing, and then see if they can rely on everything else. If we can do that, if we can take out their 
strongest weapon that they have, then we have a better chance of doing well,” said Hurley. 


According to Hurley, this adaptive approach has had a positive impact on the team, as it has forced every 
player to be well-rounded.

Since then, he has 
fallen in love with the competitiveness and community that water polo brings. 
From attending preseason as a Junior to being elected Co-Captain of the team, 
Meng has not only grown tactically as a player but has also found a home within the 
sport. 


According to Meng, the ability to release his emotions in the water serves as a mode 
of stress relief. 


“Water polo is a really good outlet away from all the academics and extracurricular stresses. If you watch, 
you'll see that people fight. We’re like fighting in the water—it’s competitive, but it’s also really good- 
natured,” said Meng. 


Throughout his years on the team, Meng has always loved the tight relationships formed from consistent 
team bonding. As Co-Captain, he hopes to maintain a similar environment with his teammates this season. 


Meng said, “Starting from [my Junior] year, the Seniors took care of me. Every year since then, water polo 
has been a very, very tight-knit community.

I think if we had an extra quarter, 
we probably would’ve beat them, but it is what it is, so we [will] learn from it,” said Isenhower. 

Andover adjusted to Suffield’s game by shutting off its best players, according to Trey Wolfe ’23. 

“[We adjusted by] figuring out how to shut certain guys down, I mean, most of the teams we played had 
about one good player, but Suffield had a few, so once we figured out how to shut those guys down so 
they couldn’t shoot, that definitely helped us out,” said Wolfe.

Boys Water Polo Bids Farewell to Borden Pool 


Since the beginning of the program, Andover Boys Water Polo has held all 
"= practices and games in the 1912 Borden Memorial Pool. The team played 
its final home game in Borden on October 22 and will transition to a larger 
and deeper pool in the Pan Athletic Center next season. 


According to Marcel Montemayor ’23, the smaller, more isolated pool 
environment in Borden created a tight-knit community within the team. 


“My favorite part about playing and practicing in Borden would probably be... how close we are to each 
other. The pool isn’t that big, so we’re kind of just forced to talk to each other [and] participate when we’re 
not doing drills, or when we’re just chilling. Borden also makes us feel at home because... during practices 
we just feel away from school, away from all the stress, away from all the work. It’s just an opportunity to 
have fun,” said Montemayor. 


The tighter space also provided the team with extra confidence and motivation during games, especially 
from the thunderous echoes and cheering of the crowd, according to Marek Deveau ’23. 


“I know a lot of players like playing and practicing in wider pools, but I kind of like the small pool just 
because... it just gives me the feeling that I can shoot from anywhere. Also, when there’s a ton of fans in 
the crowd, it gets super loud, and there’s an echo, so it’s fun when people show up to support the games,” 
said Deveau. 


Surrounding the pool are inspirational messages, banners, and photos that serve as daily reminders of the 
team’s past achievements and core values, according to Montemayor and Trey Wolfe ’23. 


“You get to see the history around you. Walking in, sometimes you see the records, sometimes you see the 
pictures that are up in Borden and the All-Americans. For me, I see a couple [of] pictures, and I’m like, 
‘Alright, I want to be up there one day.’ We see the banners as well, and for the one water polo banner we 
have, we want to be back to where we once were,” said Montemayor. 


“Walking out of the locker room, there are two signs. One of them says ‘Swim fast’ and the other one says 
‘Do your job,’ and those have been up there longer than I have been at the school, so... it is something 
you see every day. It’s a reminder to do well, and try your best,” added Wolfe. 
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Understanding that the team would be leaving behind the program’s rich history in Borden, each player 
this season wanted to commemorate the program’s original pool by playing at their very best, according to 
Deveau. 


“Towards the end of the season, everyone in the back of their minds, as much as we don’t want to bring it 
up, 1s saying that it’s going to be the last few games in this pool. Everyone knows it, so everyone tries to 
step it up. Coach always says to play as if you were a Senior, so everyone tries to take on a bigger role and 
really be careful with their plays and not make any stupid mistakes,” said Deveau.

“For playing in a new facility, we'll not only be able to play water polo the way it’s supposed to be without 
having a shallow end and touching the bottom but also, I think the new environment will help the team 
improve. The team by the end of the season next year will be a lot stronger physically, emotionally, and 
mentally, to the point where we can try our best to do anything,” added Montemayor.

~ Boys Basketball Travels to Barclays Center, Falls Short against Hotchkiss 
* On December 18, for the first time since 2018, Andover Boys Basketball 


traveled to the Barclays Center in Brooklyn, New York, home of the Brooklyn 
Nets of the NBA and New York Liberty of the WNBA to compete against a 

, league opponent. 

Four 3-pointers by Eric Tynes ’22 in the last six minutes of the first half shifted 

the momentum in favor of Andover Boys Basketball, bringing a 14-point deficit 


to a nine-point deficit. The team ultimately fell to Hotchkiss 57-67, bringing its 
record, as of ae 18, to 3-3. Head Coach Terrell Ivory ’00 believes the experience of staying in a hotel 
together in New York and playing at a prestigious arena like the Barclays Center was an excellent experience 
for the team despite having lost the game. Coach Ivory said, “Any time you play a game, you have no idea for 
the most part whether you’re going to win or lose. But the reason why we do that trip is that I think it’s a 
different experience for the kids. It’s really the only time that we spent the night in the hotel. So, we were 
away from campus during the break. In addition to a really cool opportunity to play in an NBA arena, it’s also 
sort of a team bonding trip, which I think is always worth it. And I think obviously I would have loved it to 
have won the game. But even though we lost, I think it was a trip that was sort of good for the team.” 
Playing at a professional arena did not come without pressure; Jordan Rayford ’22, who has averaged a free 
throw percentage of 72.2 percent thus far this season, only made one of his first four free throws. He believes 
that was due to a combination of having not played in a while and the nerves of being at such a prestigious 
arena. “I think I went one for four on my first shots. But I think the main thing was, I hadn’t played in any 
games like the past three or four. So, I think that and then also a little bit of... nerves playing in Barclays 
played into it,” said Rayford. According to Keenan Sparks ’24, another factor to the team’s loss was its slow 
reaction to opponent offensive rebounds. This resulted in Andover conceding 18 offensive rebounds, a figure 
71 percent higher than its season average of 10.5. “I think just boxing out [was a struggle], and we gave up 
way too many offensive rebounds and just rebounds in general. And I think that really hurt us... [Hotchkiss 
had] physical players, but, as a team, I don’t think they were that physical, but I think we were just kind of 
lackadaisical and it was simple as just not boxing out. They wanted it more than us, especially 50-50 balls, 
too,” said Sparks. Coach Ivory believes watching game footage and recognizing the problem is the first step 
to fixing the team’s issue of not boxing out. He says the minor details he can find through film are what the 
team needs to focus on to succeed throughout the season. 

Coach Ivory said, “I think one of the best ways or one of the ways to sort of solve a problem is to make sure 
you recognize that it is a problem. And so, when we are able to practice again, we will work on boxing out in 
practice in sort of game situations... as we can sort of simulate that. But just showing them with Hud, [a 
sports performance analysis program], you can show them. I just showed them every offensive rebound that 
we gave up and sort of pointed out in those situations, their effort versus our effort, and then having a 
conversation with them about if we want to be successful; if we want to win, we have to do those little things 
including boxing out and not allowing them to get offensive rebounds.” After postponed and canceled games 
against Belmont Hill and Choate, and a 46-72 loss against Brooks, Andover will travel to Tabor Academy, 
looking to end its two-game losing streak.

Everybody talks about those things you read in the paper; All the 
stats like scoring, assists, and stuff like that. That stuff matters, but it is a byproduct of us doing the little 
things, like effort, communication, and not that our guys are selfish, but making selfless plays.”

Boys Basketball Ends Losing Streak 
with ‘Gritty’ Wins Against Deerfield 
and Milton 

In the final two minutes, in danger of 
losing its fifth consecutive game, Andover 
Boys Basketball managed to clinch an 84- 


73 home victory against Deerfield 
following a 52-61 away loss against 
Worcester. Andover capped off the week with a “gritty” victory against fourth-placed Milton to follow its 
four-game losing streak with a two-game winning streak. This latest win takes Andover’s record to 5-6. 


According to Jordan Rayford PG’22, Andover did not expect such a close win against Deerfield. Ultimately, 
the team’s togetherness in the last two minutes spurred it onto a victory.“ think everyone thought we were 
going to blow them out, and I think how we stayed together [stood out]. I think we were losing [with] two 
minutes left... we were down by one or something like that, and I think how the team and people playing 
stayed together and kept playing hard... was probably the most impressive thing,” said Rayford. 


Despite a loss against Worcester and a win against Deerfield, Head Coach Terrell Ivory ’00 believes Andover 
performed better in the former game. He believes fatigue may have played a part in Andover’s performance 
against Deerfield in which it gave up 21 turnovers. 


Coach Ivory said, “Actually, I think we played better against Worcester. What I'll say is that playing better 
doesn’t always mean you'll win, right, depending on the competition. And I’ve always told the guys that if we 
play hard and lose, ’m happier than if we don’t play hard and don’t play with effort and we win. [Against] 
Deerfield, actually, there were a couple of things that... contributed to that game being closer than maybe I 
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thought it would be, but they were better than I thought they’d be. They played hard and it was also back-to- 
back. We played on Friday night against a really good team, so the guys were understandably a little bit tired. I 
loved how hard we played and the way we played against Worcester even though we lost because they were 
really really talented.” Rayford says Andover was able to play without fear at Worcester in spite of its 
reputation as a talented team, to the point that he believed the team could clinch the win at the end of the 


game. 


“T think also against Worcester, [we] had a lot of hype going into it, and we knew they were going to be good 
and how we didn’t really play scared. We kind of just went in and played as hard as we could, and I thought 
we were going to win that game honestly. They ended up winning, but I thought that was impressive,” said 


Rayford. 


Over the two weekend games against Worcester and Deerfield, Andover boasted a 36.7 percent 3-point field 
goal percentage and a 55.6 percent effective field goal percentage (eFG%). Rayford believes this was a result 


of Andover’s shot selection. 


Rayford said, “We talked about not forcing threes. I think sometimes we get kind of trigger happy from the 
3-point line and I think TT has just told us not to do that and kind of get good shots or great shots rather than 


just okay shots. So yeah, I think we have been focusing on not just shooting any shot or just a good shot.” 


Andover had a 71.4 percent eG against Deerfield compared to 47.0 percent against Worcester; Coach 
Ivory believes shot selection was an area in which Andover excelled against Deerfield but struggled against 
Worcester. He highlights the performance of Colby Duggan ’23 from inside the three-point line, with an 88.2 
percent 2-point field goal percentage against Deerfield. 


Coach Ivory said, “I don’t think we took as many good shots as we took against Deerfield. Deerfield, I think 
our shot selection was better, particularly Colby when you’re 15 for 17 from two-pointers. Right. And then 
[Eric Tynes °22] in the first half, I don’t know how many threes he had, but he had a number of threes in the 


first half [and] ended up with eight for the game. So, yeah, we definitely made shots against Deerfield.” 


Rayford played his first game in over a month against Milton. Colby Duggan ’23 highlights Rayford’s 
comeback as a key to Andover’s win against Milton. Duggan said, “[Rayford]’s probably our best rebounder 
and then when the ball is in his hands, I just think he takes good care of it, and then he’s like a leader on the 


court too.” 


Speaking ahead of Andover’s win against Milton, Coach Ivory noted how the team missed the “gravity” of 


Jordan Rayford ’22 through his on-court leadership and ability to drag opponents out of position. 


“T think [Rayford]’s definitely about our best defender. He’s also a person who can help others. He sort of 
has this... gravity. I think he has that and the ability to create for others because people are so concerned 
about what he’s doing, whether it’s him scoring or whether it’s him creating shots for other people by getting 
into the lane and kicking the ball out. But I would say leadership as well. I would say [defensive] leadership 
and his ability to help the team get better shots, whether it’s his shot or him creating shots for somebody else 


[was something we missed],” said Coach Ivory. 


Duggan hopes to carry on the momentum Andover has gained from a two-game win streak for the rest of the 
season. “It felt really good. Before break and then a few games after break, we were on a little skid. Now two 
wins in a row... is huge for us to gain momentum and they were a really good team, played together, so that 


was a big win.” 
Andover will look to extend its win streak to three as it welcomes Loomis at home on Friday.

According to Jordan Rayford ’22, it was important for Andover to maintain its 
confidence after an off game against Loomis. With Andover’s 38.7 percent 
effective field goal percentage (eFG%) and Loomis’s 59.4 percent, the game was 
decided largely by the teams’ discrepancies in shooting accuracy. 

“We know it’s a bad game because we beat Milton and Milton and beat [Loomis]. So, I think we know what 
we're capable of and this was an off game, we weren’t making that many shots and they were making a lot of 
their shots, so I think we knew we could beat them, but I think we’re not that defeated just because we know 
that was a really bad game on our part and it was a really good game on their part,” said Rayford. 

Head Coach Terrell Ivory ’00 emphasized the importance of enjoying playing basketball even when losing. 
He believes performances and results will follow that enjoyment. 

5 “When things didn’t go well against Loomis, we didn’t look like we were having 
fun, right? I want our kids — and I know it’s tough when you're losing, it’s more 
difficult, 1t’s more challenging to have fun — but this idea of playing with joy 
matters so much to me and I think if you do that, then you deal with the 


challenges that come along with playing like in a tough league, playing sport, 
things like that,” said Coach Ivory. 

Coach Ivory’s prediction was proven right in Andover’s win against Tilton. 
According to Keenan Sparks ’24, Andover’s key to victory against Tilton was being able to move on from 
mistakes during the game. 

Sparks said, “I think we didn’t really have a lot of fun going into that game and I think just dealing with 
adversity, we didn’t deal with it well. So, I think just like having the mentality of making the next play even 
when things aren’t going our way, I think that’s what we did a really good job of today, like whether we turn 
the ball over, I think we picked each other up and I think that was the biggest thing. Just having that next play 
mentality.” 

Sparks highlighted Rayford’s rebounding, defense, shot selection, and gravity in Andover’s game against 
Tilton. According to Sparks, Rayford’s presence on the court allowed the team to open up various passing 
options. 

“{Rayford] rebounded the ball very well. He played good defense, he took good shots, and he didn’t really 
force anything and often like he made the extra pass, so when he would drive, he would suck in like two 
defenders and then it’d be wide open for Eric in the corner or Colby. So, I think he did a really good job of 
passing tonight,” said Sparks. 

Andover will welcome Thayer at home on Friday.

Boys Basketball Extends Win Streak to Three Before an Agonizing Loss to St. Paul’s 

With just one minute left in the game, Colby Duggan ’23, receiving a pass from 
Diego Velez ’24 in the corner, dribbled straight to the net, jumped from just 
outside the paint, and dunked the ball into the basket. Andover Boys Basketball 
ultimately defeated Choate 62-42 on Friday and extended its win streak to three 
with a 63-51 win against Williston. On Wednesday, the team battled down to the 
wire in a tight 53-56 loss to St. Paul’s. The team’s record now stands at 9-9. 
Andover had a larger lead against Williston than in Choate. According to Jordan 
Rayford ’22, multiple factors could have contributed to this, some unrelated to Williston’s skill level. 

“They were taller. Overall, I feel like they had more size. We didn’t play the day before Choate, but we played 
the day before Williston, so I think that could’ve played a factor. But I think we both beat them kind of by 
the same amount. I think Williston just came back at the end when we were already beating them by a lot,” 
said Rayford. 

In the game against Choate, the stands were packed. With the highest energy out of any home game this 
season, the support and the cheering propelled the team to the dominant victory and allowed its players to 
feel more confident, according to Robbie Nyamwaya ’24. 
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“The energy was absolutely crazy. The fan section, the bench, the players in the game—everything. The 
energy was absolutely top tier, and I think it was really effective, and it really helped the momentum when we 
needed it,” said Nyamwaya. 

Leading up to the weekend’s games, the team prioritized running specific plays to not only counter its 
opponents’ strategies, but also prevent miscommunication within the team. The team used film to develop 
plays and target certain players from the opposing team, according to Sam Rodgers ’23. 

“Normally we kind of do similar stuff each practice, and then we probably spend 15, 20 minutes just going 
over their plays and then how to defend their plays. And just knowing personnel and knowing who their best 
players are and how they play,” said Rodgers. 

In addition to Duggan’s dunk, Nyamwaya credited Eric Tynes ’22 in the Choate game. Tynes accounted for 
nearly a third of the team’s points through three pointers. 

“Eric Tynes shot very well from the three. I think he had seven or eight three pointers, so he played very 
well,” said Nyamwaya. 

Going into the St. Paul’s game, the team felt optimistic and confident in great part due to the momentum of 
their short win streak. The team prepared for the Wednesday game like any other. 

“T think we’re expecting a good game. Especially I feel like we’re on a pretty good streak right now, and we’re 
playing well. I think we expect to win obviously. It'll still be a tough game, but we expect to win,” said 
Rayford. 

Despite the loss, the pregame confidence pushed the team all the way to the last minute. In addition, Tynes, 
again, hit four three-pointers in a row to start the game, giving the team an initial burst of energy, according 
to Rodgers. 

Andover Boys Basketball will host Belmont and Thayer on Saturday and Tuesday, respectively, and play away 
at Deerfield on Wednesday.

Fortunately, Andover beat Thayer and Deerfield 75-58 and 67-43 respectively, 
meaning that it’s game against Phillips Academy Exeter will determine whether or not the team clinches a 
playoff spot.

According to Jordan Rayford ’22 and Davian McDonald ’25, the team played well offensively against

Rayford said, “I think offensively we played very well. I think our problem was rebounding on defense, and 
then just getting stops at times.

McDonald added, “We played really good on offense. I think that our main problem 1s they got 42 offensive 
rebounds. So even if you’re playing good defense, you put the shot up and get the rebound and be able to put 
it back. That’s how they got that game winner because they got an offensive rebound. That’s not a problem, 
but I mean, we played pretty good. You could have played better of course, but it was pretty good.” 


According to Robert Nyamwaya ’24, there are certain improvements the team could make both offensively 
and defensively. 


“T think offensively we can work on spacing and moving the ball, because sometimes we'll be stuck, and we'll 
have nowhere to go. I think if we have more spacing around the court, on the offensive side, we'll give him a 
lot more open shots... [Defensively,] I think we can work on help defense and communication. Sometimes 
you get mixed up on who’s guarding who and where they’re guarding them, so I think if we can communicate 
a little better, then we'll be a stronger defensive team,” Nyamwaya said. 
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In the past, the team has found itself losing momentum during the second half of the game, according to 
Diego Velez ’24. By playing intensely throughout the full 48 minutes of the game, rather than slowing down 
after the first half, Velez believes the team can make major improvements. 


“T think we can work on finishing games better. Usually, we do pretty well in the first half, but then in the 
second half, we kind of slow up. So, I think there’s always like short little parts of the games, where teams 
kind of make a comeback against us. And sometimes we end up pulling away, but sometimes it doesn’t go 
very well. And we end up losing the game. So that almost did happen [against Thayer],” Velez said. 


According to Keenan Sparks ’24 and Velez, the team did well offensively by making a lot of shots in the game 
against Deerfield. However, it can improve defensively, similar to the game against Belmont Hill. 


Sparks said, “In the second half, we played much better than the first half. And I think that really helped us 
and J think our ball movement was really good. And just making the next pass and trying to get great shots 
instead of good shots. I think that’s really what Coach [Terrell Ivory] emphasized.” 


Venez added, “I think one thing we can do better is definitely rebounding, especially against a team like 
Deerfield who’s not [as strong as our team]. One thing they are good at is causing trouble for teams that are 
better than them. They do this by getting a bunch of rebounds and hustling more than other teams. And 
that’s what really keeps them in games most of the time, and we kind of have been victims of that twice now. 
But we still pulled away with the win.” 


Sparks believes that the best way that the team can succeed is by mentally preparing for the next game. In 
their final game against Exeter, Sparks hopes the team will play with a positive mindset. 


Sparks said, “I think our mindset going into the game is what’s most important. I think if we’re not ready to 
attack the defense in an aggressive manner or just not prepared for the game, that’s what’s going to hurt us... 
I think we just need to keep doing the things we’ve been doing in the past... and not revert back to how we 
played against whoever we lost or whenever we didn’t play to the best of our ability.”

Girls Basketball Suffers First Loss of the Year against Brewster Academy 

Despite Kennedy Herndon ’23 and Kiley Buckey ’23 adding a combined 48 points to the scoreboard in 
Wednesday’s game against Brewster Academy, Girls Basketball lost 63-51. Its record now stands at 3-5. 
According to Leila Boech-Powers ’24, the team played well both offensively and defensively in the game, 
especially since there were only three substitutes, and it was its first game after returning from break.

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Head Coach Elizabeth Monroe Leads Girls Basketball with Extensive Experience and 
Decorated Career 

Originally a soccer player, Girls Basketball Head Coach Elizabeth Monroe first picked up basketball 
in seventh grade as she didn’t have a winter sport to play.

After high school, Monroe went on to play two 
seasons for Haverford College. In her coaching career, Monroe served as Head Coach for the Girls 
Varsity team at Thomas Jefferson School in St. Louis for seven years, leading the team to three 
Metro Athletic Conference championship titles prior to joining Andover in 2014, according to 
Andover Athletics. 

Monroe’s extensive experience within the sport allows her to identify key areas of improvement for 
the team.

Boys Hockey Head Coach Paul Tortorella ’80 Emphasizes ‘Trust, Honesty, and Excellence’ 
| In his ninth-year coaching at Andover, Boys Hockey Head Coach Paul 
Tortorella ’80 has found a word to encapsulate his ideal team culture: 
“Together.” 
Tortorella hopes to continue to create a tight-knit team that can handle the 
pressures of competition through its strong relationships. 
“After theyre at Andover, they look back, and they remember these other 
people that went through something good, bad, and different with them. I 
guess what I’m saying 1s the idea of being on a team and having teammates and carrying that 
through is, in my experience, the best thing about it. I'd also love to have some trophies and 
championships to go with that, but I just hope that they appreciate each other,” said Tortorella. 
Without trust and honesty between his players, there would be no sense of teamwork on the ice. 
However, Tortorella also works to ensure that he, as a coach, can be trusted by his team, and he 
does so through constant communication on an individual level, according to Co-Captain Conner 
Fitzpatrick ’22. 
“T would say he’s very personal with the players, talking a lot, working out issues, and he’s really 
great at connecting with the players. Whether that’s through text, call or meetings, I think that’s the 
one great thing about him. He’s very approachable and constantly reaching out, making sure we’re at 
the best,” said Fitzpatrick. 
Co-Captain Patrick Last ’22 shared a similar sentiment to Fitzpatrick, noting the differences from 
the coaching style he’d experienced at his old school. According to Last, Tortorella’s close 
involvement with the players is beneficial for the team’s success. 
Last said, “I went to a normal public high school before Andover, and the coach over there wasn’t 
as involved. Coach here is super involved and he’s always trying to help kids out. He’s always giving 
tips on ice. That stuff is really helpful.” 
Tortorella finds that the team excels most when he ts flexible with his coaching style. Depending on 
the situation being played out on the ice, he gives feedback and guidance when needed to boost the 
overall confidence of the team. 
“We want to be positive. We want the kids to play. We want them to have fun. We need to make 
corrections. We make corrections. You got to sort of wake them up. Sometimes it’s hard, but 
whatever the situation calls for in practice or a game, we try to do what we feel is best for the kids’ 
learning in a way that increases their confidence,” said Tortorella. 
According to Last, this boost in confidence allows the team to follow Tortorella’s main strategy: 
Facing opponents head-on without backing down in fear. 
“His coaching has been impactful to me personally and I assume others feel the same way. He’s a 
pretty fun guy. And aggressive because that’s sort of the play style, he wants us to have in the games 
and what we try to be. Always putting the pressure on and not having the pressure against us,” said 
Last. 
Tortorella emphasizes intentionality in all parts of training, as he hopes to prepare his players for 
competition by emulating the intensity of a game during practice. 
“Coaching practice, you’re trying to prepare for the game. So, I mean, obviously we try to let the 
drills do the teaching and let the game do the teaching. But I would say there’s no difference. It’s all 
one big event. We try to get the kids to practice under game conditions,” said Tortorella. 
Since the team hasn’t faced competition since December, Tortorella doesn’t plan to introduce new 
tactics, drills, or mindsets when practices and games resume. Rather, he wants to focus on practicing 
and refining what the team already knows. 
Tortorella said, “We have to get better. We did some good things. We failed to do some other 
things. I guess it was just too soon. The whole idea for me is repetition, just repeating. I think we’ve 
done a good job of laying out the big picture at the start of the season about how we want to play 
and what kind of team we want to be.”

Pais to Jake Ledoux ’24, playing Dexter was much more challenging compared to other opponents the 
team has faced. In preparation for the game, the team worked on strengthening its foundations as a team 
rather than the individual skills of its players. 
“We focused a lot on our systems and making sure we were ready as a unit to play at peak performance and it 
translated very well into our game,” wrote Ledoux in an email to the Phi//ipian. 
In addition to teamwork, Andover’s preparation leading up to the game focused on tactics to halt Dexter’s 
biggest threats. Shane Spinale ’22 emphasizes the role that Will Winemaster ’23 played in stopping Dexter’s 
Will Hughes from shooting. 
“Going into the game, we actually knew one of the kids on Dexter, Will Hughes, [who] went here. So, we had 
one of our players, [Will Winemaster ’23], matched up against him. So everytime that Will Hughes was on the 
ice, we would have [Winemaster] go out and just try to keep him away from our net and basically just stop 
him from doing anything because he is really good.

So, a lot of 
what we’re doing was working towards slowing them down and making them chip pucks. Just a lot of hitting 
stuff as well,” said Booth.

According to Head Coach Keith Robinson 96, the lack of snow this season has been a challenge for 
the team to overcome.

Nordic Skiing Head Coach Keith Robinson 796 Rebuilds Community after 
Covid-19 Hiatus 
The main goal of Andover Nordic Skiing Head Coach Keith Robinson 796 this season is 


to provide students with an opportunity to go outdoors and get active in a season that 
might otherwise see students locked up at home or in their dorms. Robinson says that 
| one of his favorite aspects of Nordic Skiing is that it can be participated in throughout 


one’s entire life. He emphasizes that there are always things to learn for everyone, no 


matter their experience level. 


“Learning how to do something that can become a life sport and something you can do for years afterwards 
is really rewarding. What I would say is, it is for each athlete to work towards their goals. So, for some of the 
newer skiers, that may be handling a tricky course without falling over or [handling] a tricky course while 
trying to keep their technique in really good shape. For some of the more experienced skiers, it may be... 
finishing in the top 10 in the league, or in the top five of the leagues, and...putting in the work all through 
that leads to that,” said Robinson. According to Tori Darling ’22, Robinson does not limit practice sessions to 
just regular skiing. Robinson finds fun ways to get exercise while still enjoying oneself. 


“We switch up our practice routine quite a lot; we will sometimes play this game, speedball, which is a 
combination of soccer, and football. We... go on runs. He’s really good at teaching techniques. We’ve been 
practicing on snow, even though there has been none until recently. He found this little patch of snow, that 
we were able to run little laps on. He’s really creative in that sense. Because our team is mostly beginners, 
there’s a lot of things that he has to do this season that he hasn’t done before—he has to teach people how to 
put their skis on. He’s just really encouraging in that sense. He said if we finish, that’s something to be proud 
of. For each person, he’s really good at coming up with a goal for you or something to focus on, so it feels 
super encouraging,” said Darling. Robinson says that something important to him and his coaching is creating 
an environment in which all of his athletes can succeed. He hopes that his athletes find it in themselves to be 
their own motivation throughout the race. 


“T would say putting my athletes in a position to succeed, whatever that means for them. So, at the end of the 
day, this is a sport where once they start, and they go off skiing into the woods, it really shouldn’t be my 
motivation. They really can’t have my motivation—I can’t follow them around the course yelling at them to 
go faster. So really, it’s putting everyone in a position to do the best they can and enabling them to do that,” 
said Robinson. Co-Captain Hannah Justicz ’22 not only highlights Robinson’s helpful feedback, but also his 
stories from his time as a student and skier at Andover. 


“{Robinson| is a really fun coach. He’s helped me a lot with power application, so like shifting your weight 
and that’s how you get power on skis. That’s something he’s really helped me a lot with—explosiveness and 
balance. He always gives us these different exercises where we’re standing on one foot or like jumping 
around. He’s also interesting because he nordic skied at Andover, so he'll tell us stories from that, [and] is fun 
to [hear] his experience,” said Justicz. With Covid-19 disrupting last year’s season and creating separations in 
the team, Robinson points out a separation in the team that it has been mending throughout this season.

Nordic Skiing Loses Top Spots in League at Lakes Region Championship, de Saint-Phalle Siblings 
Finish in Top Ten 

In an atypical “skiathlon” format at the Lakes Region Championship in which skiers switch from classic 
skiing to skating during the race, Sam Gallaudet ’23 finished the season at 2nd place in the league after a 3rd 
place finish in the race, while Remy de Saint-Phalle ’23 and Claire de Saint-Phalle ’22 both achieved top ten 
finishes in the league. 

With the Championship playing an important part in deciding the final league standings, skiers near the edge 
of the top ten in the league were determined to do well in the race, according to Head Coach Keith Robinson 
96. 

“Usually, Lake Region Championship counts... double, in the season scoring. This year, what we did instead 
was just counted three of your best six races. But then this race is the tie breaker. So that actually came into 
play a little bit for some of them. So, for Claire, this being a tie breaker, she sort of passed a girl from 
Vermont Academy in the standings and with a strong race. So, I think people knew going in that spots were 
up for grabs in the final standings in the League. And at the end of the race, we sort of recognized the ten top 
skiers in the League for the year,” said Coach Robinson. 

Remy de Saint-Phalle echoed this sentiment, emphasizing the pressure that came with the contention for the 
top six places in the league. In the end, de Saint-Phalle and Gallaudet were beaten for the top spots in the 
race by skiers from Dublin Academy. 

de Saint-Phalle said, “I think there was a lot of pressure because all of the top six spots in the league were a 
tossup based on this race. There were some great skiers from Dublin who came, and they took [first] and 
[second], bumping Sam and I down in the league standings.” 

Formidable efforts by Co-Captains Claire de Saint-Phalle and Hannah Justicz ’22 gave them 8th place and 
12th place finishes, respectively. With this result, de Saint-Phalle saw herself clinch a top ten spot in the final 
race of the regular season. 

“Claire de Saint-Phalle had a really good race. She needed to sort of like clinch the top ten, [and] she did. She 
finished 8th, which moved her to 10th in the League for the year... Hannah did really well at twelfth... So, 
both of them sort of finished better today than they had been doing overall. They just put it together really 
well,” said Coach Robinson. 

Despite the unusual format of the Lake Region Championship, Gallaudet says the team prepared its classic 
skiing after the snowfall on Sunday. This provided a great experience for new skiers who have not had the 
opportunity to classic ski on snow yet. 

“We had snow these last couple of days, so we went out and classic skied on Monday and Tuesday. We just 
tried to get the striding stuff down... it’s tricky to pick up and a lot of people are new, so [there was] a lot of 
time spent on Siberia,” said Gallaudet. 

According to Coach Robinson, the team’s sustained effort in classic skiing during practice paid off on 
Wednesday when its skiers earned early leads in the classic skiing portion of the race. 

Coach Robinson said, “With the new snow, the last couple of days, we’ve been been doing classic... And on 
Friday night, in a race last Friday night, we raced classic as well. So, we’ve kind of been putting a lot of work 
on the classic technique, and they paid off a bit. All the kids kind of came back after the classic loop and said 
that they felt really good and that put them in a good position to have success in the second half of the race.” 
Coach Robinson says Gallaudet stayed competitive for the number one position until an equipment failure 
cost him time. Nevertheless, Gallaudet stayed toe-to-toe with a skier at Dublin with whom he had been 
competing for first place in the league throughout the entire season. 

“Remy and Sam were sort of right up until the end, they were fighting it with the top five, and Sam actually 
had a shot at one. He had a little bit of difficult time transitioning to skate, and it just didn’t quite work out 
today. Not a bad race per se, one of the boys from Dublin just had a better race, and the two of them have 
both been the top skiers in the league this year,” said Coach Robinson. 

Andover will finish its season at the NEPSAC Championship on Saturday.

Defeating Tabor Academy, Boys Squash Extends Win Streak to Four 

Cody Comyns ’23 got off to a quick start against Tabor Academy’s seventh-seed player, Jerry Wet, 
with an 11-0 win in his first game. Conceding just three points in his next two games, Comyns swept 
his match 3-0. Despite the top three players losing its matches, Andover Boys Squash’s bottom four 
sweeps propelled it to a 4-3 victory against Tabor. Andover’s record now stands at 4-0. 
Sean-Winston Luo ’24 emphasized the importance of team spirit within an individual sport like 
squash. According to Luo, the team’s recent bonding was an influential aspect contributing to its 
victory. 

“T think the team is really becoming a team as recently especially... squash is an individual sport, so 
a lot of the time we are playing for ourselves. But that’s not the spirit we should be playing as a 
team and this really embodied that,” said Luo.

In a tight 10-9 lead, Cody Comyns ’23 hit a crosscourt drop 
into the nick, rolling the ball parallel to the ground.

Girls Squash Head Coach Jennifer Elliott 94 Focuses on Getting to Know Players “On and 
Off the Court” 

Andover Girls Squash Head Coach Jennifer Elliott 94, Assistant Head of School for Residential 
Life and Dean of Students, focuses on fostering a tight-knit team as it competes competitively for 
the first time in two years. Beginning her squash career when she was eight years old, she played 
with her brothers and father. Eventually playing for Andover, she continued to play squash at 
Dartmouth College. 

Elliott said, “I really enjoyed my squash at Andover and college much more than I did prior to high 
school when it was more of an individual sport. The team aspect of it was really compelling to me.” 
As a coach at Andover, Elliott strives to coach the team in the same way she teaches her students in 
a classroom. Specifically, she emphasized the importance of a strong understanding of the players, 
both as athletes and as individuals. 

“I coach a little bit like I teach, which is that I think it’s really important to know your players in 
order to be a good coach for them. It is important for me to know what matters to my kids on and 
off the court and what interests they have, about what things they’re curious about... what’s really 
frustrating, and help them through their frustrations, [etc.]. Squash can be a really frustrating sport, 
so trying to help them understand and push through that frustration, I think about that a lot in 
teaching. In order for me to do that well, I really need to know my kids. And I’m lucky that way to 
have a pretty small team, so that way I can get to know my players pretty well.” Elliott said. 

To her players, Elliott hopes to engrain the value of not only winning but also losing with honor. 
“For me, we talk a lot about deserving to win, we talk a lot about respecting ourselves and the rules 
of the game and our opponent, and winning with integrity and losing with integrity. But, I also think 
hard work is really important, so I think that’s true to my priorities as an athlete and also as a 
coach,” said Elliott. 

According to Cathy Cho ’22, Elliott’s desire to get to know her players has really allowed her to be 
an inspiration for the players on the team. Further, Cho stated that Elliott’s coaching style makes 
her a more easy-to-approach and reliable coach.

“Getting closer to her and talking to her more on a personal level just makes me feel more inspired. 
[Do] you know how your superheroes can be your mom or the closest to you? She felt like some 
figure like that. At first, she seemed like an Iron Man, but after getting to know her, I was more 
inspired because she’s human, everyone’s human. As a coach, she really values personal character 
over technique. That’s what really stuck with me.” Cho said. 

According to Karen Wang ’23 and Cho, Elliott’s extensive experience as a player and emphasis on 
sportsmanship makes her a better coach. In particular, she is able to offer specific advice for each 
player while emphasizing the importance of character in any match. 

Wang added, “Because she knows so much about squash and has coached so many people before us 
as well, she’s able to tell me exactly what I need to work on, [which] sort of ties [in with her 
precision as a coach].” 

Cho said, “[Coach Elliott] gives you constructive criticism, she gives you feedback, but also she 
never gets mad or never lets her emotions get in the way of her coaching. She acknowledges that 
things happen and things are unfair, and she doesn’t talk bad about that.

Following in the footsteps of her mom and aunt, Andover Girls Squash Captain Mafi 
Pinot ’22 began playing squash at eight years old at a local sports club. In addition to 
leading Andover Girls Squash, Pinot has recently represented Guatemala at the 2021 
Junior Pan American Games, where she claimed bronze in the women’s doubles. 


According to Pinot, her love for squash comes naturally, and for her, the sport serves as 
an outlet in times of boredom, social stress, or emotional struggle. 

“T think motivation just comes easily because I have tournaments to look up to, big competitions always 
coming up. I love the game so much that it’s just like what I do instead of a chore or something that’s really 
hard. It just kind of flows,” said Pinot. 

Pinot doesn’t take her natural talent for granted. Rather, she pairs her passion with an intense work ethic that 
inspires her teammates to do the same, according to Head Coach Jennifer Elliott. 

“T’ve had captains who are the best players on the team because of their talent. 1 would say Mafi combines 
both of those qualities; there’s [no one] who works harder than Mafi and I think everyone knows that. They 
try to work to aspire to be like her that way,” said Coach Elliott 794.

Girls Varsity Squash traveled to Winsor for its first away game of the 2022 season. Despite its efforts, the 
team was swept by Winsor 0-7, bringing its record to 1-2. 

Heading into the game, the team was missing nearly half of its players due to injuries and quarantine. 
According to Captain Mafi Pinot Forno ’22, the team stepped up despite these unideal conditions and put 
forth a formidable effort even while playing against tougher competition. 

Pinot said, “Today, to be honest, was really hard because three of our top players [were] out. Two of us are 
injured and the other one is in quarantine. So, in general, we knew going to the match that it was going to be 
really hard because everyone was playing three spots up. That was really hard because, especially in a sport 
like squash where there [is] just a team of eight, if three are out, that means everyone moves up, which is 
really hard. But then, I actually did feel pretty proud of how the team took on the challenge and still 
performed and everyone [| think did their best.” 

Karen Wang ’23, who had the best record of the match with a score of 23-33, played three seats higher 
against Winsor’s fourth rank. According to Wang, the nerves and burden of playing higher competition 
affected her mindset, but she ultimately surpassed her initial expectations. 

“T was really nervous just because I was like, ‘I really didn’t expect anything going to the match,’ just because I 
assumed that the fourth [rank] girl was really good because she usually [plays] two or three levels up on me. 
But like when I played my first game, I was actually able to get to 11-9 and I felt really happy then... overall, I 
am happy with my performance just because I was able to surprise myself.” 

In addition to Wang’s performance, Pinot highlighted the strength and perseverance of Ellie Isrealov ’25, 
who improved the scores of her games as the set progressed.

Head Coach Jennifer Elliott 94 believes that the absence of the team’s top three players and the overall skills 
of Winsor put the team at an immediate disadvantage. 

“The Winsor team’s just stronger than ours. They were fitter and that was a huge advantage, they were just 
really fit and they, I think they were healthier. So we were missing three of our players, our number two, 
three, and four and so that made a big difference in our whole lineup. When you have that hole on top, that 
influences and impacts the way you do in all the matches,” said Coach Elliott. 

As the team prepares for the New Englands and Nationals tournaments, Pinot believes it will be important 
for the team to maintain its physical strength and concentration during games. 

Pinot said, “So I think moving on and thinking about our next matches and Nationals are coming up and 
New Englands are coming up, those are two big tournaments. And I think the most important thing for our 
team right now is to be healthy and just be strong, both physically and mentally... So I would just say for the 
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rest of this season our main goal should be to literally not get injured and stay healthy. Because when we're all 
playing, I feel really confident like I think we have a really good team this year. And we’re playing well and it’s 
just that if we’re injured of course we cannot play. So I think that’s just like my main goal for the team this 
season and of course like for me too. I got injured as well but [am] now recovering. So hopefully once we’re 
all back, we are able to keep it that way.”

Girls Squash Performs Well at the NEISA Championships in the Face of 
(Lough Opponents and Circumstances 


_ Down by two in a race to win three matches, Christina Yen ’24 “dug in” to take 
4 ; the next two games composedly before falling short in a closed final. Overall, 
, , Andover Girls Squash placed fifth out of eight teams this past weekend in the 
NEISA Girls Championships. 
According to Head Coach Jennifer Elliott 94, this tournament-style bracket posed challenges for the team. It 
forced players to compete in more matches in a shorter period of time than usual: something that not all 
players are used to. 
“Our team is used to playing singular matches on Wednesdays or Saturdays. This tournament called for our 
players to compete in three matches in two days, something certainly different for most of our players who 
have not been playing as many tournaments recently. Endurance and stamina are important factors in the 
game, and players get tired when playing more than they are used to. It was evident which players had been 
playing in tournaments recently and which ones were experiencing this as a new format,” said Coach Elliott. 
This style of tournament, too, scored the teams in a more individual performance-based point system. This 
put the team under more pressure than in their typical matches, as each player had to perform their best, 
according to Yen. 
Yen said, “We are unused to playing in this style of bracket. Because the tournament was one-on-one, there is 
more mental pressure to do well. The number of points that each individual got was fully dependent on their 
performance in their slot. Normally when we play team matches, we calculate how we do based on whether 
we won a majority of our matches or lost the majority. There is far more mental pressure compared to this 
style, where every match for each seating/ranking counts. We aren’t just calculating how many of us won 
overall versus the other team’s, we are calculating how we individually placed within our groups.” 
Nerves did not only stem from the strain put on each member of the team’s performance but also the 
competition. Andover faced the top teams in New England this past weekend and according to Liz Zhao ’24, 
the team felt the pressure during close matches. 
77s :=“Relatively speaking, matches this weekend were a lot closer than they have 
been in the past. We performed really well, especially considering some of these 
teams were really strong. We haven’t had the opportunity to play teams at such 
a high level much this season. I remember distinctly watching my teammates 
fighting for a lot of tiring ftve-game matches. I was really impressed at how they 
never give up, even through until the last minute of the last game. Some of 
these teams have girls, too, [who are] top-level players at the national and even 
international level. There were a lot of big names at this tournament, and I know it made me and some of my 
teammates feel a little nervous,” said Zhao. 
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Similarly, the top seated schools all had an edge over Andover headed into the weekend. Sacred Heart, 
Greenwich, and Winsor (seated 1, 2, 3 respectively) are all day schools, meaning their players can access these 
tournaments more frequently. They approached the championship with familiarity in the format. 

Coach Elliott said, “We have several players on our team who do play tournaments, but it is much harder at 
boarding school. They have to worry about Covid-19 restrictions, missing classes, spending time traveling— 
all while having to be back by curfew. Our players are competing against other squash athletes who play 
tournaments much more often. That puts them at a disadvantage.” 

This bracket style was not entirely bad, though. Liz Zhao ’24 explained how the individualistic aspect of 
matches created time for more team supportt. 

“The way the tournament was organized allowed us to watch and support our teammates. This can be a good 
or bad thing depending on each player’s like or dislike of spectators. The bracket also meant that more of us 
were available to help coach each other in between games,” said Zhao. 

After a satisfactory effort this weekend, Andover looks forward to High School Nationals this weekend in 


Philadelphia.

Organization 

Growing up, Co-Captain Ralph Lam ’22 tried many different 
sports to identify which he would enjoy the most. After trying 
swimming for the first time, both Lam and his parents decided 
that it was the best sport for him to continue. 

Lam states that swimming has been such an integral part of his 
life and has truly formed from a simple activity to a passion. He 
notes that the feeling he gets while swimming along with the 
temporary reprieve from other aspects of his life are something 
important to him and is what has captivated him all of these 
years. 

“Personally, I just decided to continue swimming because first, 
the flow of the water, when I’m racing, 1s really satisfying. I really enjoy that rush that I get when 
I’m swimming fast. But also, the peace of mind that the water itself gives me when I’m in the water, 
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and I’m swimming, I can focus and I can also take my mind off of other things, and just be at 
relative peace,” said Lam. 

According to Lam, the four co-captains of the team all bring something unique to the spirit and 
culture of the group. Lam believes that work ethic, discipline and competitiveness are all values he 
strives to instill in his teammates. 

“The benefit of having four co-captains is that we all fulfill our roles. We can all focus on our 
strengths and what we bring to the team rather than trying to do everything at once, so I can 
provide focus and discipline to the team whenever we need to really get our heads down and put in 
the work. My goal as the captain is to keep everyone’s eyes on the ball. Not necessarily winning the 
meets, but beating themselves and beating their own times.

Boosted by the setting of numerous personal bests, 
the team looks to use its momentum as it heads into New Englands this weekend. Andover’s record 
now stands at 4-0. 

Dylan Herlihy ’22, a diver who received a season-high score of 149.55, surpassed his initial 
expectations. Despite being fairly new to the sport, Herlihy capitalized on the twisting-theme of the 
meet where he was able to apply his ten years of experience in gymnastics in order to gain an 
advantage on the board.

Sam Lee ’24 highlighted the importance of recovering during and after meets. He connected a 
swimmer’s performance during practices and how those tendencies apply during meets. 

Lee said, “It’s a lot of recovering and focusing on your event. It’s like a very fine balance, because if 
you overfocused, then there is somewhat of a tendency to overthink everything... So, I think 
practices [are] usually when you work on technique, and then at the meets, you just go to have fun. 
You go there, you do what you do during practice. And the philosophy there is that if you do 
practice very well, if you execute technique perfectly during practice, then at the meets, [technique] 
comes naturally; you will swim your best. But I think really, the most important thing at meets 1s 
obviously just having fun. And just recovering in between races ts really important.” 

Nevertheless, the fun and excitement also came with tensions between Andover and Exeter, 
according to Xia. He states that the long continued tradition incentivised swimmers from both 
teams to give all of their energy and focus into the event. 

Xia said, “I think there was definitely some tension. Like we knew there was definitely rivalry. So we 
went in wanting to win, and we knew they would want to as well. So, I mean, in general, it just felt 
really good to come away with [the win].” 

Staying true to the generational traditions, Lee highlights the inspiring signs that were placed in the 
boys locker room years ago regarding the two upcoming meets. Lee noted that the initial message 
was replaced by coaches and now motivates athletes to give these events their all while cherishing 
every moment and having fun. 

Lee said, “Obviously Easterns and New England’s are easily the most important meets of our entire 
season.

For Girls Swimming & Diving Co-Captain Grace Hwang, ’22, the most 
important values are fostering a tight-knit community and promoting only 
positive energy.

Championships 

Among the first of the varsity Andover/Exeter contests, Andover Girls Swimming & Diving claimed a win 
on Saturday at Exeter. Behind by four points in the later half of the meet, the team swiftly came back with a 
final score of 100-86. 

According to Lilliana Keim ’25, the event was characterized by high energy and adrenaline as many swimmers 
achieved personal bests.

For the upcoming meets, Zhang hopes for both 
team and individual successes. More importantly, she hopes to enjoy the experience all the while being 
competitive. 

“T just hope that our team continues to do well. We have a really solid team this year, and it’s really fun to 
compete. [The season]|—1t’s just wrapping up so soon. I’m just hoping that we all have fun. And I know that 
we will because New Englands and Easterns is a big deal, and I’m really excited for them. I hope to have 
fun,” said Zhang.

Daniel Bae °23 Sets 2 New Record i in the First Meet of the Year for Boys Indoor Track 

Ky - Cheers roared out from all his teammates as Daniel Bae ’23 crossed the 
finish line in the boys 300-meter race, edging out the previous record of 
37.04 seconds set by Alex Fleury ’20 by 0.02 seconds for a time of 37.02. 
Securing a total of 100 points as a team, Andover defeated Governor’s and 
Landmark by landslide, the other teams scoring 13 and 7, respectively. 
According to Matthew Ottenbreit ’22, there was some initial controversy as 
to whether or not Bae broke the record due to how close it was. 

es “That was a really exciting race to watch, and everyone was running around

“T began outdoor track [in the] spring of my [Junior] year. I started doing indoor track 
my Upper year and it was on Zoom so it was kind of weird, but it was still fun. The 
track team continued to do stuff and we ran at home, so we kept ourselves 


accountable,” said Koobatian. 

wees He continued, “Since [Junior] year, P’ve continued to do track as a sport, just because 
the community was super welcoming and engaging as well. That also aided self-improvement, and the 
community seemed very welcoming and ambitious.” 

With over a hundred athletes on Indoor Track and Field and co-ed practices, the co-captains have to 
collaborate to lead the large team, according to Koobatian. 

“Something unique is that Track and Field has four co-captains: two girls, two guys. The team is mixed, so 
there is not really a division between the boys’ training and the girls’ training.

He does a really good job of bringing the team together in 
terms of traditions and excitement.” 

In an email to The Phi/ipian, Wasilewski added, “Nick is a captain that will always go 
out of his way to make you feel welcomed and engaged. He does a great job during 
warmups making sure that everybody is energized and ready for practice. Also, 
before meets, Nick is always there to spread positive energy and motivation so that 
we can all run hard and reach our goals.” 

Koobatian describes himself as a passionate leader and realizes the importance of his position on the team. 
“I care a lot about my leadership on the team because I recognize that I was only put in this position because 
I was elected by the team, so every single time I go on the track, I’m passionate because I want to make sure 
that the team itself is succeeding and their fate wasn’t put in my and I wasn’t doing the right thing. I’m always 
striving to make sure the team is doing well and all. And also, passion because I care about the sport a lot. It 
kind of goes hand in hand. The leadership works because I care so much about the track team and it’s been a 
home to me for the past four years, and I love running so much. I just want to make sure that it remains that 
way for other kids who experience it,” Koobatian said.

Head Coach Keri Lambert elaborated on her mindset as Nationals approached. She explained how her main 
hope was for each athlete to exit the competition proud of themselves and with new goals for the upcoming 
spring season. 

“Heading into the meet at the Armory, I was excited for Andover athletes to be there together and really 
savor the whole experience, from racing in a storied facility against top athletes from across the country, to 
the small things like seeing their names on the jumbotron and taking group photos in front of the meet’s 
countless banners. |...]

In his endeavors, Gavenas also broke Alex Fleury’s Junior record during his 1600-meter 
race. 

“T really wanted to PR. I wanted to race as hard as possible and the top five or top six currently because of 
the backpack and partly because of the All-American but I was mostly thinking about my coach who helped 
train me during the break. And I thought, ‘Okay, this is the point where I should put in all the work into this 
race,” said Gavenas. 

” I thought I could do it. [...] And we had been training a lot during those past few weeks. So, if I just kept 
my routine stretched out.

It was 
amazing,” Gavenas continued.

“T think we were able to have more spectators last season, outdoor, because there was not a limit on 
how many people could be in the building. This year, in Snyder center, we are more limited with 
spectators to just the Andover student body. I do not think that impacts our performance, though, 
because the team is so large. One of the great things about track is that the team has around 130 
athletes, so we are able to support each other anyways. Even without many viewers or spectators, 
you are always going to have over 100 people on your team to watch and support you,” said Suh. 
According to Suh, the more condensed schedule has affected the team’s strategy of participating 1n 
events. She notes how the number of meets forces the team to consult its coaches to determine 
what events to take part in during each meet. 

Suh said, “Because you are having meets so often at such high intensity, we have been working a lot 
with the coaches to focus on being wise with how many events we compete in per meet. On that 
front, I would say that we are competing in fewer events, but at the same time, it is great for the 
team’s energy to have these meets so often.” 

In addition to working through the busy schedule, Clementine Lubin ’24 says that the long distance 
runners have concentrated on long striding and cool-down since Saturday’s meet. 

Lubin said, “We practiced mostly running long distances over long periods of time. We ran 
anywhere from 30 minutes to an hour at a conversational pace during this week’s practices., On the 
way back, towards the end of the run, we focused on extenuating our striding. We did not do any 
intense working out as we had a meet Saturday and wanted to avoid overworking before 
Wednesday.” 

Sylvie Archer ’23 points out that the high jumpers had been refining certain techniques, specifically 
on how to gain power off of the ground. She also notes how as the meet came closer, the training 
became less demanding and more focused around ensuring the athlete’s physical health. 

Archer said, “Iwo days before today, Monday, we focused on our run-ups. It is incredibly important 
to have power off of the ground when you high jump, so the last couple of steps approaching the 
bar are the most important. Tuesday, yesterday, we kept it light. We made sure that we had a 
comfortable clearance over our opening heights and to stretch very well before our meet today.” 
Andover looks to continue its overall success next Wednesday against Marianapolis, Governot’s 
Academy, Wilbraham, and the rival Phillips Exeter Academy.

eroidine to Patricia Tran "04, the team’s success against Exeter was a result of its work on strategy 

before the meet. She expressed her excitement that every runner could perform to the best of their 

capabilities, with many records set. 

“It was amazing. The girls’ side won... Everybody was just running as fast as they could really. [On|] 

the distance side, we were just focusing on pre-strategy. And I think everybody just ran very smart 

races. The 1000 meter [race] ended in a photo finish. I think a four by 200 score record was set. It 

was very exciting,” said Tran. 

Hayden Fischer ’25 congratulated Charlotte Whitehurst ’22, another player who qualified for 

Nationals, on her strategic race. 

Fischer said, “Charlotte Whitehurst performed super well today. She ran both the 2-mile and the 

1000. I think [in] a lot of those races, we were just trying to score points. She ran a very tactically 

smart race. She came in, and she got second for the girls in the two mile. I believe she tied with [the] 

first place Exeter [girl] in the 1000, but really gave it her all [in the] last lap.” 

Tran also highlighted Whitehurst’s race from the Andover-Exeter Meet. The race ended in a tie with 

an Exeter racer, a rare occurrence that reflected a titanic battle between the two over 1000 meters. 

“.,. The 1000 meter [race] ended in a photo finish between Charlotte Whitehurst and an Exeter girl 

who ran all out [and both] kicked very hard. [At first] Charlotte was leading and then the Exeter girl 

was on her tail with every step and the time was so close that there [was] no time difference. Like 

they had the same time. And you couldn’t even tell from the photo who won,” said Tran. 

The Boston University Invitational was a significant event in which Fischer, Whitehurst, Tran, and 

Esme Huh ’22 competed in a relay. Although the relay team made it to Nationals, confusion with 
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officials making them run an extra 200 meters frustrated Andover. Huh expressed her satisfaction 
with the day’s results despite Andover’s frustration. 

“It’s definitely very exciting. It wasn’t exactly as clean and happy as we wanted it to be because of 
the extra lap. I finished my race. | was confused [because when I] counted the laps, | finished hard 
in the sixth lap, and then they had me run another one...As everyone else was going, it was 
definitely hard for them mentally just knowing that our time was not going to be what we thought it 
was going to [be] because there was an extra 200 meters in the race...It was a long process. Then, 
we realized that we actually did hit the mark. So I think when we realized that. it was amazing, but 
there’s definitely a lot of anger and sadness in the 30 minutes to an hour in between,” said Huh. 
Fischer also commanded her relay team as they worked very hard to hit the mark of the Nationals 
requirements. She also commented on the team spirit that they have crafted thus far. 

Fischer said, “I’m glad we’re going as a team, because track can come off as an individual sport. But 
I think the BU Invitational may definitely prove that it is a team sport, and you do run for the team.” 
For the rest of the season, Andover will compete among the team for runners to try out new events.

Indoor Track Travels to New Balance Indoor Track Nationals and Shatters School Records 
Five indoor track athletes headed to the Armory in New York to compete in the New Balance 
Indoor Track Nationals. Esme Huh ’22 and Tam Gavenas ’25 were both able to secure personal 
records as well as school records, contributing to the overall success of the team. 

Head Coach Keri Lambert elaborated on her mindset as Nationals approached. She explained how 
her main hope was for each athlete to exit the competition proud of themselves and with new goals 
for the upcoming spring season. 

“Heading into the meet at the Armory, I was excited for Andover athletes to be there together and 
really savor the whole experience, from racing in a storied facility against top athletes from across 
the country, to the small things like seeing their names on the jumbotron and taking group photos in 
front of the meet’s countless banners. [...]| My top hope was for them to walk away from the meet 
feeling proud of all the hard work they put in this season and excited to keep working together 
toward ambitious goals,” wrote Lambert in an email to Te Phi/iipian. 

Huh mentioned how this meet felt low stress and exciting for her. She explained how she felt 
confident in her work throughout the season and was looking forward to pushing herself against 
challenging opponents. 

“T was confident in all the work I had done... I felt very low stakes in a way because I wasn’t really 
stressed... I got to race against girls that were really fast and that helps me really push myself. I 
wasn’t trying to meet the national standard this meet I wasn’t trying to do anything specific, like it 
wasn’t Andover-Exeter where you have to score points, it was just so low stakes for me, so I was 
just really fine,” said Huh. 

Gavenas headed off to Nationals with aspirations of overcoming his own personal record and 
achieving esteemed awards. In his endeavors, Gavenas also broke Alex Fleury’s Junior record during 
his 1600-meter race. 

“T really wanted to PR. I wanted to race as hard as possible and the top five or top six currently 
because of the backpack and partly because of the All-American but I was mostly thinking about my 
coach who helped train me during the break. And I thought, ‘Okay, this is the point where I should 
put in all the work into this race,” said Gavenas. 

”T thought I could do it. [...] And we had been training a lot during those past few weeks. So if I just 
kept my routine stretched out. | workout my stretches, ate well and everything. And I knew that my 
teammates were there to support me—Charlotte, Esme, Hayden, and Patricia. They were all there to 
cheer for me. It was amazing,” Gavenas continued. 

Huh reiterated how this moment was very fulfilling for Gavenas, as Fleury is a role model to him. 
Breaking the freshman boys record created another level of excitement for Gavenas after his race. 
Huh said, “I think he broke the freshman boys record and it was actually Alex Fleury’s record which 
is pretty amazing just because we love Alex Fleury, and he is such an incredible runner. So I think 
that’s really monumental for I'am just to be able to break that and, [he’s] an athlete that he really 
looks up to, so I think that’s kind of a really cool little full circle thing.” 
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Coach Lambert acknowledges how each and every athlete pushed themselves to be the strongest 
runners possible. She believes the team’s hard work paid off 1n its Nationals trip. 

“The main focus of the weekend was to compete courageously and to be pushed to fast times by 
tough competition. Every Andover athlete who competed did just that: they put themselves in 
excellent position early on in their races, made smart moves when necessaty to stay on pace or hold 
position, and fought off fatigue to finish strong. They ran tough and mature races. It was inspiring, 
and I’m proud of how well they represented PATF,” wrote Coach Lambert.

4nh place wrestler. In the consolation round of 16 he pinned his St. Benedict’s Prep opponent in the 
first period, and in the consolation round of 8 he pinned his Greens Farms Academy opponent in 
the 2" period. In the second consolation round of 8, known as the “blood round,” Nugent had a 
rematch against his New England finals opponent from Belmont Hill. Nugent made some 
adjustments and improvements in this rematch, and the score was 2-2 at the end of the third period.

Fe | oa ee Wrestling Posts Strong Showing at All-Girls Open Meet 
ae In the third period of the match, Sakina Cotton ’24 pinned her 

opponent to secure her first win for Andover in an open all-girls 

meet against Deerfield and Nobles on Wednesday. Cotton managed 

to pull off another win in her second match with a two-point score 

during overtime, helping to raise Andover’s record for the meet to 

6-3. 

According to Head Coach Kassie Archambault, it was initially 

planned for Andover to host multiple schools, but many schools 

had to withdraw from the meet due to safety precautions and the recent influx of Covid-19. 

“Several more schools were signed up to participate, but unfortunately due to the surge in Covid-19 

cases and various schools’ policies around competing right now with Covid-19, we ended up with a 

smaller number than we had originally intended,” said Coach Archambault.

A lot of us were new to wrestling, so I think practicing harder with clearing the arms, 

lowering our levels, taking a good shot either a double leg takedown or single leg takedowns would 

be an area of improvement for the coming practices, just so we can take down our opponents which 

is a very crucial part in the match.” 

Coach Archambault notes that no matter the outcome, there are always challenges and things to 

improve on, even with the stellar performances of the meet. 

Coach Archambault said, “Whether it’s making sure that we are hitting good setups before we’re 

shooting; whether it’s making sure that with our sprawls that we continue to get legs back and we 

keep sprawling hard and strong, there are always things that we can work on.” 

George Ryckman ’24, a wrestler who videoed the meet, acknowledged that the team has not been 

able to practice together and hone its skills as much as it would like, which proves to be another 

challenge it had to overcome 

Ryckman said, “I think especially coming back off of break, everybody was not in as good condition 

as they could have been, but otherwise it was a great performance. Everybody used the moves we 

had been executing in the past couple of days in practice.” 

However, despite the challenges, Coach Archambault believes that there were a lot of positives that 

came out from the meet and 1s really proud of everyone who competed. 

“Our record for individual matches was 6-3 today, and I think that’s just a testament to all the hard 

work that our athletes have been putting into their training,” said Coach Archambault. 

Andover will face Deerfield again, along with Phillips Exeter Academy and Hyde in a quad meet this 

Saturday. 
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Wrestling Loses to Exeter, Defeats Hyde with ‘Aggression’ 

In the absence of George Ryckman ’24, Sakina Cotton ’24 stepped up in the 113-weight class in the 
first match of the meet and pinned her opponent. During the rest of the meet, Andover Wrestling 
would ultimately fall short against Phillips Exeter Academy and win against Hyde. Saturday’s results 
place Andover Wrestling at a record of 3-3. 

According to Miles Palmer ’23, Cotton’s win against Exeter followed a run of great performances 
for the Junior Varsity team. Her win set the stage and momentum for Andover to get two more 
wins. 

“Everyone was cheering, and it was sort of a thing where Sakina in her exhibition, in JV matches, 
she’s been doing well, and we’re all [happy] to see her get a chance to prove herself on the varsity 
stage. And from there, we won our next two matches. Up until then, we had some matches where, 
as I said, people just started getting gassed and got beat,” said Palmer. 

Palmer noted Exeter’s techniques as being very powerful while wrestling on top. Andover had to 
adapt to Exeter’s strength and stay focused on the bottom, which had been practiced all week. 
Palmer said, “Exeter, they were really strong wrestling on top. At Andover, we teach how to wrestle 
from bottom, and most teams do. So that was a bit of an adjustment that we had to make.” 

On the other hand, Andover had more success against Hyde with an aggressive and proactive 
wrestling style which allowed the team to get many pins and points from offensive plays, according 
to Palmer. 

Palmer said, “[Against] Hyde... we were more aggressive with Hyde and that led to us getting a lot 
of pins, most of them in the first period.” 

Head Coach Kassie Archambault ’?06 emphasized the role of Andover Wrestling Co-Captains, Arnav 
Bhakta ’22 and Colin Nugent ’23 on the day. Bhakta demonstrated dominance over his opponent 
for the whole match, while Nugent’s match was characterized by wrestling intelligence and 
technicality, according to Coach Archambault. 

“Our efforts were led by our co-captains, Arnav Bhakta ’22 and Colin Nugent ’23. Arnav stayed in 
control the entire match against Exeter, outscoring his opponent 9-1, before finally pinning his 
opponent to earn the team 6 team points. Colin also dominated against a very experienced 
opponent. It was smart, solid wrestling and his best technical match of the entire season,” wrote 
Coach Archambault in an email to The Phi/iipian. 

Dani Nugent ’25 says her practice with Bhakta paid off in her match, where she was able to take her 
opponent down immediately. 

“We weren’t on our feet for a while, I just took them down right away. So I was able to spend the 
rest of the match working for the pin, which was important for the match to get six points... I was 
practicing with Arnav right away what I was going to do off the whistle. So that was just kind of 
relieving to just take them down right away,” said Nugent. 

For Coach Archambault, the team being able to reflect and recover from the Exeter defeat to play 
against Hyde was an important facet of the victory, and elaborated that dual meets were key to 
preparing the team for tournament season in February. 

“All of our dual meets are to get ready for tournament season in February. In a tournament, you 
have to be ready to shake off the previous match and focus on the next one. That’s what the team 
did for our second dual meet against Hyde,” wrote Coach Archambault. 

Andover will follow its win against Hyde with an away meet against Roxbury Latin this Saturday.

Andover Wrestling Falls to Roxbury Latin and Belmont Hill 
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With a lack of experience and numerous injuries, Andover Wrestling faced defensive struggles 
against Roxbury Latin and Belmont Hill on Saturday. Despite winning matches by George Ryckman 
24, Miles Palmer ’23, and co-captain Colin Nugent ’23, the team lost 21-57, setting its record 3-4. 
According to Giselle Jones-Mollod ’22, the team was nervous, yet excited going into the matches. 
However, even with inexperienced wrestlers and other obstacles, the team continued to work hard 
and enjoyed the second dual meet of the season. 

Jones-Mollod said, “We were wrestling against two schools at Roxbury Latin. I was definitely a bit 
nervous because a lot of people were injured, there’s a lot of new wrestlers, such as [Juniors] and 
Lowers, who haven’t wrestled on our team before. But I think it’s also exciting going into the match 
because it’s one of our last matches of the season. We ended up losing, but everyone had a little fun 
and they didn’t let people win easily.” 

According to Head Coach Kassie Archambault, there is still room to improve on the team’s 
defensive play which posed a challenge during the meet. 

“T would say that in terms of defensive technique, we still have to work on our sprawls and in terms 
of really hitting them hard and not just stopping, so we can get behind them and score. We’re 
certainly trying to initiate and trying to score, but their team is also aggressive in their matchups with 
us,” Coach Archambault said. 

Further, Adrian Morrison ’23 and Coach Archambault have both stated that the lack of wrestling 
experience of most of the players has put the team in more of a transitory period, where players are 
learning techniques and growing familiar with being on the mat. However, he anticipates a stronger, 
more well-equipped team next year. 

“Half of our lineup has been wrestling since November, so every week I tell them that they’re so 
brave for stepping out on that map and putting everything that we’ve taught them into play and their 
matches. I think that this is a rebuilding year for us and [I am] hoping that everyone who joined the 
team this year will join against next year and that we'll be a stronger team learning from all of our 
mistakes this year,” Coach Archambault said. 

Morrison said, “It’s definitely forced us to slow down at practice a bit. When we’re learning a new 
move, we spend a lot of time learning that new move. So, for experienced wrestlers, I don’t think it 
teaches them as much, just because if you know the move, and you spend 20-30 minutes doing it, 
it’s not as beneficial. I do think bringing everyone up to speed is good 1n the long run because in the 
future, two, three years down the line, we’ll have more experienced players and a strong team.” 
According to Jones-Mollod, the team can continue to improve by learning to implement executing 
moves learned during practices during matches. 

“T think there’s just a lot of new people; people are trying their best. I think there [are] a lot of areas 
where we can improve on. When people hit their moves, Coach [Archambault] was talking about 
this, when people hit the moves, we’ve been practicing, I see some great execution. I think it’s about 
practicing and learning and integrating new plays in actual matches,” Jones-Mollod said. 

According to Coach Archambault, there were many great matches that were played despite the 
team’s loss. In particular, Coach Archambault recognized Nugent’s solid technical skills in his 
successful match. 

Coach Archambault said, “Our co-captain Colin Nugent won his match by a technical fault. A 
technical fault is when you’re up 15 points, you stop the match. So, he won his match 18-2. He had 
this solid technique and was just doing his best to score on his opponent. In that match as well, 
Adrian Morrison wrestled really tough, and he won his match 7-5. In terms of Roxbury Latin, 
George Ryckman, Miles Palmer, and Colin Nugent all had really strong, dominant matches where 
they stayed in good position and had really good technique.”

Carmona said, “Sakina, she’s a Lower, it’s her first year wrestling and she is one of 
the few people in her weight class, so she’s wrestling a lot of good people and she’s adapted really well and 
has practiced really hard.” 


Similar to Carmona, Chakrabortti brought attention to Josh Espinoza ’25 for making progress in recent 
meets. Chakraborttt said, “Josh Espinoza, for me, was a stand-out wrestler today because he got his first two 
varsity wins and he pinned both of his opponents.” According to Carmona, the team will be working on 
conditioning for their upcoming matches. She noted the importance of using endurance on the mat.

My first match [was against an] Exeter kid, and it was what we practiced throughout the days leading up to 
the tournament. A lot of the rules came in handy, so I felt prepared for that one. There was a lot of help from 
the coaches, as [in] wrestling, you have to keep an eye out for what the coaches are telling you to do, and 
youre just not thinking about that in the moment,” said Cotton. 

Furthermore, Forman applauded Josh Espinoza ’25 for his win. Forman emphasized Espinoza’s 
relentlessness in a strenuous six-minute match. 

Forman said, “[Espinoza] was down in a match. He kept fighting, he got a penalty, but he bounced right 
back. He ended up winning the match, and everyone was going crazy. A parent from the other sideline 
actually started yelling, but our coach stood up for [Espinoza], and honestly, it was a great win because it just 
showed the spirit we have.” 

Ryckman is particularly excited for the upcoming New England’s Championship. All wrestlers placing in the 
top six will be able to compete in the National Championship. 

“Tm looking forward to New England’s next week. I’m on Friday and Saturday and I know we’ve got a good 
number of wrestlers going to New England’s as well. And Pm just looking forward to experienc[ing] another 
high school tournament and hopefully, possibly go [ing to] nationals if I place top six,” said Ryckman. 
Before their next tournament, Cotton expressed her thoughts on where the team can improve. Although 
recent practices have been focused on more in-game situations, she explained that the team needs to work on 
endurance. 

Cotton said, “I think we're all going to start working on endurance. That’s something Coach [Kassie 
Archambault ’06] and Coach [Richard] Gorham expressed... in practice, we’re always working to make 
ourselves better and practices have been hard.” 

According to Forman, nerves are unavoidable. However, he emphasized the importance of not letting his 
nerves override his excitement for the sport. 

Forman said, “I get a little nervous before matches or excited, like the butterflies. And it’s helpful just to think 
about just controlling what you can control. You know, just giving and giving all my effort and not thinking 
about the result because you can’t really control the result, [you] can control what you do... There’s really no 
secret to get rid of the nerves, so you just got to live with them.” 

Ryckman acknowledges that wrestling can be a nerve-wracking sport, but the feeling athletes get takes over 
feelings of fear. 

“Wrestling could be [a] very stressful sport. Especially for a lot of the kids on our team, but I think it’s less 
stressful, and it’s more excitement is the way that I think about it. And the adrenaline rushing through your 
body. Just preparing you for the challenge ahead,” said Ryckman. 

Andover will be competing in the New England’s Championship this Saturday.

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Girls Wrestling Crowned Champions at National Prep Tournament 


Despite competing amongst hundreds of wrestlers, Andover Girls Wrestling did not let the 200-school 
tournament stifle its mentality. With Sakina Cotton ’24, Dani Nugent ’25, and Eleanor DeHoog ’24 all 
claiming champion titles along with Head Coach Archambault receiving two seperate awards, the team’s 
season has ended on a commendable note. 

Head Coach Kassie Archambault ’06 credited the team’s success to its open mindedness in learning and 
performing. She believed the wrestlers brought an abundance of energy, heading into matches with strong 
mentalities and applying skills from the season’s cumulative lessons. 

“Our wrestlers were tough and aggressive, and implemented everything we’ve been working on all season at 
the tournaments. They are incredibly coachable and make real time adjustments during the matches as we 
coach them,” wrote Coach Archambault in an email to Te Phi/iipian. 

One of the champions, Eleanor DeHoog ’24 pointed out Cotton’s championship matches. Despite being a 
new wrestler, Cotton managed to take control of her opponents, according to DeHoog. Cotton pinned her 
championship round competition within the first one and a half minutes to take first place. 

DeHoog said, “I would say probably Sakina was amazing, because she’s also a first-time wrestler this year. So, 
she [had] two matches [and] she just completely dominated both of her matches. And she came out with a 
great one. So, it was really exciting to watch her.” 

Cotton recalled her semi-final matches and how she was able to defeat her first opponent on their speed and 
ability to create shots right as the whistle blew. Cotton also enjoyed wrestling someone new from DC, rather 
than just from the New England area. Her excitement was rooted in her opponents’ experience and 
ageression, which provided a learning opportunity for Cotton. 

Cotton said, “I’ve never wrestled somebody who had such quick shots. So, the coach was telling me [that] she 
shoots almost right off the whistle. And normally, I just lock up with people, like you'll see when people are 
in the resting position, but just have their hands tied around the others’ necks, grabbing their arms, like I 
usually lock up. But she was very quick and aggressive, so it was nice. I won by a major decision, so basically, 
I didn’t pin her. It was just a lot of wrestling, but very exciting and a lot of experience.” 

According to Coach Archambault, fellow champion Nugent, experienced similar success to Cotton. Coach 
Archambault noted how Nugent took down her opponents with ease and in the final round was able to win 
by major decision against a talented wrestler. 

Coach Archambault wrote, “At Nationals, Dani Nugent ’25 had an incredible tournament. She won her first 
two matches by pin in the first period. Her finals match was a dominant 8-0 victory against an experienced 
opponent.” 

Partnered with the success of the players, Coach Archambault was named NEPSWA Coach of the Year as 
well as the National Prep Coach of the Year. She saw these victories as displays of the team’s hard work 
throughout the entire season. 

“T was incredibly honored to have been recognized as NEPSWA coach of the year and National Prep coach 
of the year. I’ve been working hard to expand opportunities for all girls in this sport, and to create an 
environment in our program where everyone is welcome. I couldn’t do any of it without the support of my 
coaching staff, and without the buy in and work ethic of my team,” wrote Coach Archambault. 

Cotton was joyful to see her coach get recognition for her greatness but also believes that even without these 
awards, Coach Archambault has been an integral and influential part of the team. 

“I was really happy to see Coach A [Archambault]. get the Coach of the Year Award at the tournament, and I 
thought that obviously she doesn’t need anybody to tell her that she’s doing a great job, especially not 
recognition from them. But it was really nice to see other people getting to know her work and what she’s 
doing, because she is doing most of the work with organizing the girl’s tournament but also being our head 
coach. And so, I thought it was really cool to see her up there,” said Cotton.

Top Two Boats Secure Wins For Boy’s Crew In First Race of Season

Despite rainy weather which canceled the remain der of races, Boys Crew boats B1 and B2 raced 
against Salisbury, Boston Latin, and Boston College High School (BC High). Andover won both races in its 
first competition of the season. 

According to Sia Gandhi ’24, the races were tight in competition. Andover was able to surmount 
its competition despite falling to Salisbury last season. Gandhi said, “It was a little bit close, I’d say for B1 
it was four seats, but B2 was one or two seats. But, last year | think Salisbury beat us, but we beat them 
in all boats except for the girls side. So it was a great turnout.” 

According to Wynant Hub bard ’23, who rows in boat B1, there was much anticipation heading 
into the first race of the season. Looking ahead, the team hopes to build off last year’s success. “I was a 
little nervous because it was my first race of the year. But we had a really strong season last year. So | 
was looking forward to building off the success of last year. So as | was a little nervous, | was mostly 
excited,” said Hubbard. 

According to Gandhi and Hubbard, the team’s intense practice routine payed off on the water. 
Its current schedule consists of various strength and conditioning aimed to improve both speed and 
endurance. Gandhi said, “Every Monday, we do a six-minute row test just to see where the rowers are 
and how much they’re pulling. Based on that we get the boat arrangements. So that’s usually Mondays, 
and the other days we usually do short pieces. We had a couple of hard practices, and | think that’s what 
really pushed us forward and helped us win.” Hubbard added, “We’ve done like five by two minutes, 
which is a good way to just get juice. Just get your body ready for like the short race. So doing some of 
that. We’ve also been doing some longer eight-minute pieces. But that’s mostly what we’ve been doing, 
a bunch of technique.” 

According to Hubbard, the team still needs to focus on working together and building team 
chemistry. With more cohesion on the boats, the team will be able to race faster. “It seems like we need 
to get a lot more together. Everyone has a lot of different strokes and people need is to focus more on 
like staying loose and staying long. And then just being more unified and together especially when 
you’re in a race and emotions are getting higher. People kind of let that go. They let the technique and 
the togetherness go which is like not how you go fast,” Hubbard said. According to Trevor Moss ’23, who 
also rows in boat B1, the team must work on its stroke timing as the season progresses. 

“In B1, we have to work on our timing together and shifting our rate down after the starting 
strokes. | needed to make a more drastic change for the shift but with all the tension and excitement, | 
kept us running a little too high.

As Boys Varsity Crew Boat One (B1) approached the middle 500 meters of the race, Duxbury was 
closely rowing next to them. B1 pushed past Duxbury with a power ten to successfully move ahead, 
finishing in first place for Andover. According to Captain Seamus Dallman ’22, after two races that did 
not turn out as hoped, the boat was motivated to win this past weekend. Led by its fire to improve, the 
team flew through the middle of the race. 

“We had a scrimmage against Belmont and a race against Kent and those were kind of rough. 
Those are both fast programs. | think we definitely sort of faced some challenges against those programs 
and whatnot, so | think what we try to take away from those losses is just to be aggressive off the start 
and try to keep the intensity high throughout the race. We had a really good middle move around the 
island... we put some power collectively,” Dallman stated. 

Coxswain Chloe Rhee ’24 highlighted the middle portion of the race as well. She explained how 
up until the moment she called a move, the boat hadn’t been as fast as hoped. However, when she 
called the middle move, the boat really picked up the pace. “Pick it up around the middle. There is a 
start 500, middle 500, [and] last 500. In the middle 500 we were on even footing with one of the other 
boats, | think it was Duxbury. We were kind of close to each other the entire time. In the middle, they 
started to pick it up and they were gaining seats on us. | called a middle move to get us ahead and that 
middle move pushed us ahead for the rest of the race, so they did a good job getting it together,” Rhee 
said. 

According to George Stoody ’24, the beginning of the race was powerful and resulted in an 
immediate lead. As the race continued, the boat remained consistent and maintained successes. “We 
were really great on our starts today. We came out super aggressive with our power five and we took 
over a length at the very beginning, and then we were able to sustain and hold that lead and make it 
even larger as the race went on. We came out hungry and we stayed hungry,” said Stoody. 

Dallman hopes to clean up the early stages of the race and improve consistency. He believes 
that consistency is the key to winning races. “I think we have to refine our start a little bit. The energy is 
there but we are not the cleanest yet and we can work on just getting more consistency with each 
stroke. We will have a few good strokes and it will feel good and then fall apart a little bit and then we 
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will pick it back up again. So | just think staying consistent is something we need to work on,” said 
Dallman. 

According to Rhee, the boat’s mindset in this race was to beat themselves more than the other 
teams. The team wasn’t focused on the other teams’ skills in the boat, and rather to race its own race. “I 
think it was just to go fast and try our best. | don’t think we had any expectations for where certain 
boats were going to be in comparison to us, and if we did we tried to get rid of it. | think the mentality 
we were emphasizing was that this race is about us and not where we are in relation to anyone else and 
we should just be pushing as hard as possible,” said Rhee.

Girls Crew Boat one Rows To Victory Against Kent

As Kent pushed closer to Andover’s fifth seat, Girls Crew Boat One (G1) pushed back with five 
quickly caught strokes, increasing their lead on Kent. This back and forth race continued for all 1500 
meters until Andover pulled across the finish line in first place. This brings G1’s record to 2-0. 

According to Daphne Edwards ’23, the boat’s mindset was critical to its win against Kent. She 
explained how it was important for the boat to get into a race day mindset early on before the race. “1 
think today honestly what won us the race was our mentality. We had a meeting before. We very much 
knew Kent was a really strong crew, but we recognized that and... even in our warm-up, we were like 
we’re gonna get it together and we’re gonna focus and take every stroke with full effort,” said Edwards. 
Hannah Justicz ’22 detailed a demanding part of the race where Kent started to try and pull ahead. 
Justicz explained the importance of togetherness and timing as Andover pushed against Kent. 

“| think it was...about a third of the way into the race. Kent started to make a move. | don’t 
know if they use rate or just press. | think at that point we did our five strokes for quick catches, and | 
think then they kind of tried to move on us. | was really proud of how we responded, and from there we 
were actually reading into the base pace of our race higher, at like 34 rates, but we had been practicing 
32. | think we are really used to that since we’re in general kind of a smaller group and they were bigger 
girls than we are,” said Justicz. 

Adding on, Ameri Vest ’23 noted the boat’s exception al performance in the final stretch of the 
race. She was proud of the final part of the race, as it was something the boat had been working on in 
the past. “Our sprint was really strong. We’ve been working on it in practice, and it was much smoother, 
much quicker, and we’re all really proud of the improvement. | think we were all really excited and we 
were putting in our full effort. We’ve been going really strong this week and overcoming a few hurdles. 
A few of the girls in our boat who were originally supposed to race today got [Covid-19], so were 
unavailable to be here... We completely came back with an optimistic view and, even though there were 
some times where we were a little concerned about how it was gonna go, | think it was our optimism 
and full efforts that won it,” said Vest. 

Justicz felt that as “stroke,” the teammate who keeps the rhythm of the boat, it was extremely 
important for her to keep energy high. She knew that the team was feeling anxious due to the Covid-19 
cases, so Justicz aimed to keep the mindset positive and raise team energies. “I think one important 
thing was energy. | try to convey a tone of good energy. | kind of like to bring other good energy out of 
other people. | think we actually lost two G1 rowers to [Covid-19] this past week so we added two new 
rowers which we were super excited about. But that was a change, and so | kind of think making sure 
everyone felt happy to be there,” said Justicz. 
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According to Vest, the team is going to work on the early stages of the race this week. Though 
the boat felt good about this week’s race, Vest added that there is still room for improvement. Vest said, 
“| think we [need to] work on our start. That’s probably one of the most important parts of the race. 
Getting off quickly. That was one thing we all talked about and think we could improve on next time...It 
was a close race, Kent raced really well and they’re gonna come back stronger so we have to come back 
even stronger.” Girls Crew’s next race will be on Saturday against Duxbury.

Despite unfavorable conditions in which its opponent caught two crabs, Andover Girls Crew’s 
Boat 1 battled through the wind to overcome Hanover and Brunswick on Saturday. Following a winless 
season last season, these wins were another sign of a team that is learning to get behind each other. 

Reese DiBiase ’23 says the team was able to stay composed even as it saw its opponents held 
back by the wind. Despite the team’s inexperience, the team was able to adapt to the situation to 
ultimately clinch the win. “The conditions were super bad, the water was super choppy, and the boat 
next to us, which was Hanover... caught like two major crabs, so they had to stop during the race. And | 
think that’s when | was super proud of my girls, because conditions like that aren’t easy and we all kind 
of went into that race that we’re pulling for each other and we are just doing whatever we can because 
the crew overall is pretty new. | think there’s a lot of girls in there [for whom] this is only their first or 
second season and we were just like we’re going to do our best and we’re going to do our best for each 
other. So when the other boat was almost like falling apart a little bit because the conditions were so 
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bad and they weren’t used to it the way we were all just able to stay composed and just row our own 
race, | was like so proud of everybody,” said DiBiase. 

According to Evelyn Darling ’23, the team was able to adjust to the weather because it has been 
working on increasing its stroke rate. In the week preceding the race, boat 1’s practices consisted of 
rowing at rates of up to 40 to 50 strokes per minute. 

Darling said, “I think recently we’ve been focusing on really getting fast strokes in because we’re 
reaching a level right now where everybody is so strong and the teams are so strong, so a lot of the 
decider in races is who can actually get more strokes in. And we did a lot of training specifically that last 
week, we did our practices where our rates were up in the 40s or the 50s for some pieces and that really 
helped us especially on a poor condition day with lots of wind, lots of bad waves, we were able to keep 
Our rowing at a similar speed to our normal races to help us just get that extra bit of adaptability and 
persistence over Hanover.” 

In addition to technique work, in which the team has been working on timing and catching & 
finishing, DiBiase says an important part of team practice has been getting to know each other better 
and supporting each other. These bonds formed during practice helped Andover push through for a win 
against Hanover. 

“There’s definitely the technical part, like making sure we’re catching together, like keeping our 
catches sharp and quick and together and matching up as a boat. Also at the finish, like at the catch and 
finish, just finding that timing, which is more like technically what we’ve been working on. But | think 
we've also just been learning how to pull for each other and having a mindset where even when it’s 
hard, even when the river isn’t in the best conditions, just kind of like having a lot of grit with whatever 
we’re doing and just not stopping no matter what, always giving 110%,” said DiBiase. 

At the end of the race, the team had a conversation with Head Coach Ellen Minzner, who 
emphasized not just the result, but the team’s ability to row consistently in difficult conditions. “We had 
a conversation with our coach afterwards and a lot of that was about because we came off the water 
after that piece and while we had sort of brought that intensity back and continued to gain on them, 
people felt that we could have given more. And then our coach, coach Ellen really reinforced that for 
these races it doesn’t really matter how well we do. It matters a little bit, like how well we do if we’re 
ahead, in good water, stuff like that. But what she really wants to see is just us staying consistent in 
every single row. We’re going to come off the water. Regardless of how we did, we’re going to know 
that we’re really proud of the effort and the focus that you put into it. | think that the last talk was a key 
moment moving forward,” said Darling.

All Gender Cycling Races Through Turbulent Weather Against Holderness 
April 29, 2022 


Despite the unfavorable conditions caused by rain and wind, Andover Cycling has continued 
to show improvements since the start of their season. In a trip away to Holderness where two pairs 
of four teams competed in races, the girls pairs placed fifth and sixth while the boys pairs placed 
fifth and ninth respectively. 

Amelia Vinton ’23 noted that the team was unsure whether they would even be able to race. 
She added that the slick course caused by the rain made her and her teammates concerned about 
their safety. “I think it was definitely a bit more difficult than it was last week. We had rain like an 
hour before the race, and so some of us were like, ‘are we even going to be able to race?’ I was really 
nervous about it because I was like, ‘are the conditions going to be so slick that I’m going to fall?’ 
Then we had a pretty big headwind on a few parts of the race and some cross winds too. We had 
wind last week, but it was definitely a bit more intense this week,” said Vinton. 

Nonetheless, each member of the team collaborated with their partner to race to their best 
abilities, according to Yuta Kojima ’22. Kojima, who came in fifth alongside his partner Daniel Zou 
23 with a time of 39 minutes and 57.9 seconds, showed appreciation for Zou, whom he claimed 
“pulled” him a lot. 

“Td like to highlight Zou. [He] and I were a pair, so he literally pulled me a lot. He was a 
great [partner], and he was a great team worker. Also he pulled me in the hills. He helped me a lot. I 
want to say thanks to him in particular,” said Kojima. 

Vinton highlighted the two Juniors on the team, Elliot Famiglietti ’25 and Paul Wehner ’25. 
The two displayed outstanding teamwork through drafting and well-coordinated racing strategy, 
according to Vinton. Vinton said, “Every time I saw them come through, they both looked really 
good as a team and they were drafting off of each other really well and were really coordinated in 
their switching and pacelining. That was really cool to see because I know that a lot of our teams 
were struggling a bit today with that, so to see them do it so well 1s really cool.” 

Alongside the progress made by younger athletes, Vinton highlighted the team’s practices. 
She claimed that climbing hills and position switching, along with pacelining, is something the team 
has been putting a lot of effort into. “We focus on pacelining and some hill sprints. Those are the 
two major things because in our course there’s two hills that we have to get up... and then also just 
pacelining with the team time trial this week was something we practiced,” said Vinton. In the face 
of adapting to new strategies for partner-timed races, the team plans modify their strategy.

Despite Vinton’s nervousness, 
Anna Ohm ’23 feels excited for their upcoming ‘crit’ race. She highlighted the new format, stating 
her excitement to start the race alongside the rest of her teammates. “I look forward to the next race 
because it is a ‘crit,’ which means that it will be a mass start. Pretty much everyone will be starting at 
the same time, which we haven’t done before this season, so I’m very excited to go as a group and 
we're going to be on point,” said Ohm.

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All Gender Cycling: One Step Closer to the Championship

Andover’s All GenderCycling conquered its recent race, one of its first nice-weather 
competitions of the season. Andover’s cyclists spanned across the podiums, with Captain Peter Wu 
°22 in second, and Amelia Vinton ’23 and Elliot Famiglietti 25 both placed third in their respective 
categories. 

Yuta Kojima ’22, who placed eighth in his category, thought that the race brought a lot of 
joy to the team. Its hard work was shown in individual athletes’ top rankings out of many competing 
schools, including Exeter. Kojima said, “It was really nice compared to the other meets because it 
was really windy. And today it was really nice weather. The race itself went really well... The captain, 
[Wu], who got second place, and [Vinton], I think she got third place in the girls, so we did [have] 
some accomplishments. [The] coaches were happy [and] we were happy as a team. After all, I think 
it was a really good [race].” Furthermore, Famiglietti, a new cyclist who received a podium placing, 
reflected back on his and the team’s performance. The team had been practicing different 
techniques that cyclists utilized as they competed, a strong suit of its races. More specifically, 
Famiglietti hopes to continue working towards a stronger start in the mass start races. “I think 
strategizing was a really good thing that we all did well on. It was a little bit easier for me, since | 
only had to do five laps. The people who had to do eight laps, like [Wu] and [Vinton], had to 
strategize a lot more, and they did a really good job, especially since they were able to place on the 
podium. That was really cool. Some things maybe we need to work on are my starts for [the] mass 
start races, because the strategy for mass start races 1s usually to get in the front quickly, or close to 
the front, but I did not, so that’s something I definitely need to work on,” said Famiglietti. 

Kojima shared similar sentiments to Famiglietti regarding the team’s race executions. Taking 
in everything they learned at practice, each cyclist was able to utilize the strategies for the best 
outcome. This was the fourth race of the team’s season. Therefore, this growth showcased the hard 
work everyone had been putting in. “Working on riding in a group [has been an improvement| 
because each meet is not individual, but also like riding as a group [where] everyone goes at the same 
time, so the important thing is to drift, like staying in someone’s back so that you get less headwind 
and you can reserve your energy to go out the last two laps, you can break and just go, so I think we 
all did pretty well with it. Like even though some of us just got off from the groups. They just went 
by, we still tried to stay behind someone else so that we could drift. We [had] worked on [drifting]. 
We did it so I’m really happy that we were able to do it,” said Kojima. 

The cyclists gave each lap their all, but beyond that, Wu appreciated Kojima’s perseverance 
in the last couple laps. As a captain, Wu has been leading a daily young team in terms of experience. 
Seeing someone with whom Wu had been working compete towards the endline was inspiring. Wu 
said, “I’d like to shout out [Kojima]. He was in Boys B with me. It was very fast [paced] because 
Boys A and B [were mixed]. They’re two separate categories but today they went together, so the 
pace was very, very high. He held on for several laps, which was very impressive.” 

Looking ahead, the Cycling team is excited for the Championship. Famiglietti has not set 
expectations since this 1s his first season cycling competitively. However, he is looking forward to 


meeting new individuals on the track and experiencing new courses. 
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Famiglietti said, “I honestly don’t know what to think yet. Because it’s a shorter course... 
we’re doing different courses than we’ve been doing, so it'll be challenging because it’s new. We’re 
also going to do a few more miles than we usually do, so I'll have to strategize a little bit more there. 
But I’m looking forward to it. It’s a big event. There are a lot of people. I’m really excited.” The 
Championship is a time for all the cyclists to compete against their recurring opponents and 
showcase their learning from the season. Additionally, the Championship poses both extra points 
for each win, and challenging courses to race in with more obstacles along the way. The challenges 
ahead have racers like Kojima excited. 

Kojima said, “I think it’s going to be a big one, itll be double the point. So it’s important 
for us to win it. Also, it’s going to be more technical. There’s going to be 90 degree curves. 
Understanding these curves is much more [than] speed. It’s a shorter course with 12 laps, so for next 
week, I think we’ll work on our [techniques]. Again, it’s going to be a good pace, so we'll keep 
working on the drifting and staying on the back of the person in front of us, so I’m excited about it. 
I mean, it is the last one.” 

Andover will compete at the Series Final on Wednesday.

Trey Wolfe ’23 and Quinn Polcari ’24 Design Golf Course on Campus 


With a swift swing, Trey Wolfe ’23 whacks a foam golf ball towards a tree in the distance, one of the 12 
“holes” on his campus golf course. Wolfe, a prefect in Rockwell House, outlined an informal golf course with 
his prefectee, Quinn Polcari ’24. The two observed campus maps measured yardages, and created scorecards 
for the new course, nicknaming it “West Oak Golf Club.” 

According to Wolfe, the idea to design a golf course was a suggestion of Polcari during an uneventful 
weekend. With some combined experience, the duo quickly got to work, visualizing each hole on the 
Andover campus. 

“My prefectee, Quinn, and I were bored on a weekend with nothing to do, so he took a look at my golf clubs 
sitting in my room and said, ‘Why don’t we make a golf course?’ I said “What do you mean?” and he said ‘Let’s 
make a golf course.’ I had made green books a couple of times for real courses using google earth by mapping 
things out and that is what we did. We sat on the computer and looked at maps of campus and decided what 
the layouts should be for holes. After that, we made a scorecard with all of the yardages and tee boxes, and 
really got into it,” said Wolfe. 

Polcari described how as an informal golfer in the summer, he generated the idea while Wolfe, a more 
serious golfer, was able to master the technicalities of designing a course. 

“J golf in the summer sometimes with my family, but Trey is the main golfer, so he knew how to set up the 
scorecard and course designs. He’s the brains behind the operation and we both are the idea guys,” said 
Polcari. 

Wolfe detailed the 12-hole course, noting each hole that is documented on the official scorecard. 

“Tt sits at 12 holes and we named it ‘West Oak Golf Club’ which 1s a bit of a joke. It sounds pretty 
prestigious, but it is the course we built. It has three par fives, four par threes, and five par fours. I think the 
yardage is 1,800 yards from the founders’ tees and about 1,500 yards from the members’ tees which are 
shorter. We went outside and figured out all of the yardages which was definitely tough but well worth it,” 
said Wolfe. 

The course creation process was tedious, requiring similar levels of effort to the planning of legitimate golf 
courses, according to Polcari. 

“Tt took about an hour or two. We were playing around with different hole designs. We had an idea of how 
we wanted to end the back nine before we started creating the other holes. We definitely were figuring out 
how it would lay out compared to an actual golf course,” said Polcart. 

According to Wolfe, striking real golf balls would prove to be hazardous and safety is a priority for him and 
Polcari. He mentioned the use of foam balls that replicate real ones without being a threat to people passing 
by. 

“We use foam balls. That is something I cannot stress enough. ‘The balls fly realistically, but they are super 
light and I actually used to hit them around my living room at home. Hitting a real golf ball around campus 
would just be blatantly dangerous. We also have to make sure there aren’t people around. That is why it ts 
hidden away in the quads. The last thing we want is to hit a bystander,” Wolfe said. 

While the golf course may have begun as a loosely thought up, fun idea, Wolfe has found great satisfaction in 
his achievements throughout the quads. He is excited about the possibility of having some competition on 
the course. 

Wolfe said, “[{There have] only been a few people out there so far. On day one, coming up [par] six, I got my 
first birdie on the course and that was when I realized how real it was. At first, it was all a joke, but it actually 
felt good. This is the closest thing we have to real golf because we can’t go to courses to play right now. That 
is why we put so much into it. This is what we have and it turned out to be great. We hope to get more 
people out there and maybe even have a little tournament out on the quads.”

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Andover Golf Wins Two out of Three Matches in First Week, Defeats Exeter 

Andover Golf swung into the season with a win against Northfield Mount Hermon (NMH). Facing off 
against Belmont Hill (Belmont) and Phillips Exeter Academy (Exeter) on Wednesday, Andover defeated its 
rival Exeter but could not triumph over Belmont despite playing on its home course at Indian Ridge Country 
Club. The team’s record now stands at 2-1.

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Coach Ware further expressed her gratitude for the work put in by the 
athletic department and Paresky commons staff who contributed to 
making the tournament happen under the most comfortable circumstances 
possible. 

“...It was just a great day of lacrosse all around, Andover trainers and the 
athletic department involved. The Paresky team, Ms. Thompson and her 
team. Everybody was just so helpful in pulling it off and it never could 
have happened without full team effort of everyone,” said Coach Ware.

Coach Ware explains that the battle between the teams were fierce from 
the beginning, eventually leading to three yellow cards on each team by the 
end. She appraises all players on both offense and defense for playing 
collectively as a team. 

“It was a fierce battle from the very first whistle. We were tied at nine 
goals each at the half. A lot of back and forth, a lot of really excellent play 
by both teams. We probably had our fewest number of turnovers all 
season today, which made a big difference. We connected really well on 
our passing. Our defense was really tight and really strong and had a lot of great stops. Our offense made 
really smart decisions. They didn’t force the ball much, so we had fewer turnovers inside the eight meter. We 
passed well with each other. We had a great transition game, getting the ball down the field on fast breaks, 
which made a big difference. Everybody was super generous with the ball and really waited until we had great 
opportunities to take advantage of them for scoring,” said Coach Ware. 

Coach Ware claims specifically that “face guarding”’, a technique used by defense players to face a chosen 
offensive player for the entirety of their attack, alongside great saves from goalie Dylan Kayser ’23 allowed for 
the team to shut down Brooks’ strongest players. 

“We've been working on moving the ball quickly, making smart decisions under pressure. Our defense has 
been working really hard on face guarding. We face guarded one of 
Brook’s strongest players and that was really effective. She’s a BC commit. 
We held her to only two goals today, which is great. And our defense just 
works really well as a unit, shutting them down as often as they could. 
Our goalie [Kayser] was on fire today as well,” said Coach Ware. 

With this clinch from Brooks, the girls lacrosse team has ‘crossed the ten’, 
_ having more than ten wins during the season for the first time in eight 
years. 

Coach Ware continued, “We really worked hard in practice for the last 
few days trying to get ready for games like this. And it paid off today, which is super exciting. So now we’ve 
had ten wins and it’s the first time in at least the last eight years that the team [has] ten wins.” 

Andover will face off Exeter at the Phelps Stadium on Friday at 5:30 PM for its last game of the season.

Andover Softball Strengthens Team Chemistry On Trip To 
Orlando 


Over spring break, Andover Softball traveled to Orlando, Florida for a pre-season spring trip. The trip served 
as both a means for competition between diverse schools from New Jersey, Connecticut, and Texas as well as 
for a relaxing and unifying getaway. Participating in both challenging matches as well as bonding activities 
such as visiting Universal Studios, the trip helped the team in the early stages of developing chemistry, as well 
as easing it into the long season ahead. 

According to Maris Moody ’24, although most days were taxing and dedicated to either practice or games, the 
team still had time to relax and strengthen connections during evenings on their trip. Moody noted that their 
schedule was a great break from the demanding softball regiment. 

Moody said, “From 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. we would practice, and then on certain days, we had games. Some days 
we even had doubleheaders, so we wouldn’t practice those days. Then we would go back to the resort and 
just kind of hang out. It was a really good team bonding experience. But our days mostly from morning to 
afternoon was playing softball.” 
i i . Fallon O’Connor ’23 shared a similar sentiment to Moody, emphasizing the 
crucial nature of the trip for improving and renewing a team bond. 
O’Connor specifically mentioned that without the trip last year, the team did 
not have the opportunity to get as close as they could. As a result, she 
noticed that this year is already shaping up to be different. 

“T actually really thought that [the trip] brought the team together, especially 
Playing last year during Covid-19 and we didn’t get the trip... Not that 

—_ people didn’t get along last year, but I thought that we’re all closer and 
everyone’s closer together this year because of the trip,” said O’Connor. 
Moody acknowledged that the team not only had the opportunity to face 
off against fierce competition, but also train alongside some very renowned 
and accomplished athletes. Nonetheless, Andover Softball was able to 
perform well, winning four out of its five games played. 

“Our first game was with the [The] John Cooper School. We did kind of a 
training session with them beforehand with an Olympian who was teaching us things about running 
mechanics, stuff like that, and then we played them later that afternoon.

The team trip revealed new sides of teammates, according to Lauren Mahoney ’23. She believed that this 
brought about a new sense of vulnerability within the team, once again strengthening the team bond. 
Mahoney said, “One day...we got to do team karaoke. I would say that was the event that really got us 
together. It showed different sides of people that I’ve never seen before. Because we’re also concentrating on 
playing sports, coming together in these team bonding activities was something really special. As a team, we 
got to see each other’s strengths and weaknesses again, and work together to just create a team where we 
know that making mistakes is okay.” 

Moody was struck by certain events and moments, as well and how open the team seemed to be with each 
other. Similarly to Mahoney, she recalled how many instances allowed for the team to understand one another 
more personally and intimately. 

Moody said, “There was one specific night where everyone brought an object that told a story and we all 
went around. Some people brought necklaces from their grandparents, other people showed photos of them 
when they were younger, and even our coaches were showing things that were really important to them... 
Throughout the trip, we all definitely bonded. It was obviously a lot of quality time, but I feel in that specific 
moment, we all kind of had this heart to heart, tears were shed and smiles were shared.” 

With five games and many days of relationship building under its belt, Andover Softball looks toward the 
season with hope and confidence as it faces off against Methuen High School next Thursday.

Adjustment 
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Formidable base running by Evalyn Lee ’23 as well as team-wide 
adaptation helped Girls Softball mitigate the loss of two starters, 
Katie Mangraviti ’23 and Lauren Mahoney ’23, who were out due to 
Covid-19, ultimately allowing Andover to edge out Governor’s 15-13. 
Maris Moody ’24 noted how the team expected a close game and was 
ready to compete. While it suspectedly found itself in fierce 
competition, the team was unprepared for the opposing pitcher’s 
throws, which created a hurdle for the batters, according to Moody. 

: “We were ready for some good competition, but I think it was gonna 
be a good game for the beginning of our season and it was just that it was exactly that. They had a new 
pitcher which we hadn’t faced yet. She was a little bit slower which kind of threw us off a little bit because 
we're kind of just used to faster pitching which was kind of one of the big hardships of the game,” said 
Moody. 

Fallon O’Connor ’23 acknowledged the importance of the team’s relentless, intense, and exuberant energy. 
She believed this culture and spirit was a large contributing factor of Friday’s success and will continue to be 
in the upcoming weeks. 

O’Connor said, “So on Friday I think what we did really well was keeping high energy even though we made 
some mistakes, I think what kept us in the game was our high energy and not giving up. And I think that 
we've had both sides of difficult playing like tn our first game we were losing by a lot and it was difficult to try 
and come back but in this game we were up by a lot but then we kind of lost it a little bit so i think now that 
we've seen both sides of it we'll definitely know where to go from here.” 

According to Evie Wood ’25, the team has made strides to improve its communication and chemistry, 
highlighted during its victory. However, Wood pointed out the remaining imperfections as well as other areas 
for improvement within the team. 

Wood said, “I think while we improved in communication, I think our calling the ball was sort of an issue. 
There were some drop balls because no one was really sure who was going to get it, and I guess that was 
something that we need to work on right now. Also I think you know setting your feet and making sure the 
throw is accurate instead of just chucking it because I know we had a couple of overthrows.” 

Sharing a similar sentiment to Wood, Moody mentioned how detrimental these small and seemingly 
insignificant mistakes can be. She explained how one mistake can turn into many if not for strong mental 
fortitude. 

“T think one big thing is when you make an error in a game, or when you make a mistake it kind of is hard to 
kind of bounce back because sometimes it can kind of feel personal even though you have a whole team 
behind you, so I think kind of bouncing back from those mistakes and realizing we’re going to get the next 
one is a big thing so I’d say it’s a bog mental game and mental thing,” said Moody. 

O’Connor sees these misplays as one of the biggest places to improve and smooth over. According to 
O’Connor, the team has demonstrated the capacity to do so, and now all that remains is the game-time 
execution. 

“T think for the rest of the season going forward I think that we can be more consistent like in not like just 
making the easy plays and doing the small things because I think that’s where we’ve fallen short, but I think 
overall everyone, we all know that just shown in practice that we all have the ability to,” said O’Connot.

Head Coach Leon Calleja, Chair of the English Department and 
Instructor in English, felt that the team kept a positive attitude 
throughout the duration of their matches. Their focus for the future of 
the season, he added, is keeping that positivity up and playing when the 
team is struggling. 
“T thought they stayed positive all the way through the match. I think one of the biggest challenges 
for them, for any tennis player, is really getting down on yourself and I think something we will 
continue to work on as the season progresses is keeping your head up and playing through it. You 
know, they kept leads even when they weren’t playing their best, they kept their eyes on the prize,” 
said Coach Calleja.

HAYS) Although Co-Captain Kian Burt ’24 is younger than most sports captains at 
Andover, he has proved himself just as worthy. With guidance from his older 
brother, Aidan Burt ’21, Burt has learned what it means to be a good leader for the 
team. 

Burt said, “We don’t have any Seniors on the team this year, which is unfortunate, 
but it’s also a great thing because we are a very strong team in my opinion. And I 
think as a Lower, I’m able to connect with the [Juniors] but still able to 
communicate with the Uppers. I feel like being in this middle position just kind of 
makes me like a medium [between everyone on the team]... [My brother, Aidan, 1s] 
definitely very smart about his tennis game. Last year, he was definitely an 
inspiration for me and the whole team and quite piterallys like a role model. We’re 
fortunate to have him as an assistant coach this season, which is very nice.’

Co-Captain Ethan Wong ’23 Leads Boys Varsity Tennis with Focus and Collaboration 

Leading the team to an impressive season, Co- captain Ethan Wong ’23 encapsulates a 
great leader who goes above and beyond to inspire his teammates. After a much 
awaited return after Covid, Boys Tennis began its seasonal momentum through the 
captains’ continuous efforts to build team chemistry and win matches. 

Co-captain Kian Burt ’24 recognizes Wong’s presence for each player, a characteristic 
that has influenced how the young team learns and communicates with the captains as 
a whole. The ability to connect with team members has allowed bonds to shift into 
place faster between each member, creating a thoughtful environment to learn and 
compete, according to Burt. 

“T think at the beginning of the season, we were all just trying to figure out, what’s it 
going to be like, our first full season since Covid. I think at least now we'll sort of have a rhythm through 
practice and our matches on Wednesday, Friday or the weekend. I think Ethan especially has been able to 
lead the team by example through just being there at practice, being there cheering on teammates, [and] 
always trying his best,” said Burt. 

The foundation of the team are the individual players, who, over time, learn to embody each other’s talents 
and work together to win matches. Similarly, Wong emphasizes the importance of rooting for teammates to 
show that you have their back regardless of the outcome. This uplifts each member to play not for 
themselves, but for the team. 

“T feel like we bond quite well, as a team. As, obviously, we get to [be with each other] five to six days a week, 
if you count in the games. We spent a lot of time with each other. And obviously we cheer each other on 
during matches. And I think that experience has created a really tight bond as [every] individual victory lifts 
[and changes] the fate of the team, the fate of us, our victory. And so in that way, each individual embodies 
the team. So I feel like that really allows our team to get a good understanding of each other, and support 
each other and create a very tight bond,” said Wong. 

Burt shares similar sentiments to Wong, recognizing that acts of encouragement bring people together, as 
everyone can rely on each other, even when they are competing against one another during practice. To Burt, 
it has been a tremendous experience seeing everyone get closer over the course of the season. 

Burt said, “I think, at least now during practice, we’re always playing tennis together. We’re always cheering 
each other on. During practice, like tie breaks, for example, after we finish [you might] look across and cheer 
on another teammate who is a great shot. I think at least this season. It’s been nice to see this team come 
together.” 

Additionally, regarding captain collaboration, Burt recognized how Wong and Co-captain Alex Zhu ’23 
handle difficult matches together. Thus far, Boys Tennis has lost only two out of nine tournaments, an 
impressive record. Though Burt focuses directly on the aftermath of tougher competition where all three 
captains share a common perception of self-reflection and not holding the loss too close to the heart. 

Burt said, “I think Ethan and Alex are very experienced tennis players. They played lots of tournaments... 
They know the feeling of losing a match that you definitely could have won. I think with that experience, they 
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have this understanding. At least for after a tough match, you just have to focus and regroup and [reflect on] 
what you could do better and channeling into your experiences.” 

With seven more tournaments remaining, Wong emphasized the goals for this season. He hopes that the 
team can play and win the New England Preparatory School Athletic Council (Nepsac). Beyond this season, 
since every player will be returning, Wong hopes that each individual can channel their talents for exciting 
years ahead. 

“Since this season, I really hope that we can win Nepsac. Obviously, we have a really strong team. And 
although we’ve had two losses, so far, those losses were all really close. And one of the losses, we actually 
didn’t have our full roster against any of the other two schools that we lost against. So I hope if we can have a 
full roster and play at the Nepsac, and everyone performs rather well, then I really hope we can win Nepsac. 
And for next year, another upside to not having Senior members in our team is that nobody is leaving. So 
from here, the team only gets better,” said Wong.

According to Chase Burke ’25, Calleja constantly has a positive attitude, which reflects back on his team. 
Nonetheless, Calleja is constantly pushing his team to be the best it can be, no matter the circumstances. 
“One quality that makes Coach Calleja a good coach is the excitement that he brings to every practice. And 
you can tell he loves tennis, he loves what he does, he loves being a coach. It makes tennis just more 
enjoyable, he makes practices more enjoyable, and he makes going to matches enjoyable. He is definitely a 
coach that is going to push you to work hard but he is also a coach that makes you love the sport you play, 
he’s not a coach that going to make you shy away from the sport that you love and he is going to encourage 
you to work hard while having a good time,” said Burke. 

Co-Captain Ethan Wong ’23 highlighted the constant responsibility and commitment that Calleja has for the 
team. He is always at practice ready to coach and keep practices organized and effective. Wong feels that 
Calleja’s commitment to his athletes has largely affected the team’s success this season. 

“Having responsibility and being there is a motto for the team. Because he 1s always there it is reflected onto 
us to always show up at practice. We even sometimes stay behind practice because he stays behind a while as 
well. We just go overtime, I feel like just that’s why our team has found success over the season because we 
put in the practice other teams are not putting in and that’s because coach is willing to stay there with us,” 
said Wong. 

Burke emphasizes the feedback that Calleja gives during practice. He also highlighted Calleja’s understanding 
of the injury. Calleja’s priority is always his team and he shows that when coaching. 

“One thing he does is just give feedback during practices. He does a good job working to improve the things 
you want to improve. He looks out for you when you have an injury. He encourages you to go to the trainer. 
He wants everyone to be healthy. He’s encouraging during matches and he will cheer you on and give you 
advice when you are struggling. He just does everything he can to bring the best out of his players,” said 
Burke.

Girls Tennis Triumphs over St. Paul’s , remains Undeafeated on the Season

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Despite having four players out due to Covid-19, Andover Girls Tennis brought home the win, beating 
St. Paul’s 7~2. The team remains undefeated throughout its first three games of the season. 

Amy Oku ’25, a seed two player, expressed the perseverance of the team. Almost half of the team were 
not able to play, which caused seed changes and partner changes, slightly affecting the level of play 
according to Oku. 

“We have... four people from our team gone. [So] it was a big part of my team missing out. But we 
kind of adjusted and then I was put with a new partner. And the lineup was really staggered in a way 
because you’re missing so many people. But I think in the end, we found a way to kind of cumulatively 
come together and hype each other up. And even though we were missing some really important 
players on the team, [we] were able to pull through and then come up with a really good one,” said 
Oku. Lena Ciganer ’25 described the team’s current state as a positive progression. Ciganer believes that 
the team has done a great job learning from matches and practicing consistently, but an area of growth 
would be getting comfortable in receiving unexpected serves and communicating better on the volleys. 
Still, Ciganer is confident in her abilities on the court and towards the growth of the team collectively. 

“I think the team overall has definitely improved since the beginning of the season already. But I think 
we still need to work on our serve and receives because especially in doubles, it’s really important to get 
those consistently in order to win, like a flea. But I think our volleying has improved. We’ve been 
working on a lot of volleys in practice. My partner and I struggled to kind of[receive] the volleys that 
came at us often. And personally, I mean, I want to work on volleying, I think for singles. I’m in pretty 
good shape,” said Ciganer. Coach Deb Chase credited the team for pushing through difficult situations 
that were not in their control. Along with missing a few key players, the weather also propped up to be 
an obstacle on the way. Though everyone adjusted well and came out winning crucial matches, Chase 
states. 

Coach Chase said, “We’ve been working a lot on doubles and on playing more aggressively in general, 
so as to create opportunities to win the points more effectively and efficiently. Yesterday, the team 
adjusted well to tough wind conditions and after solid doubles play, came out and won their singles 
matches with conviction.” 

Additionally, because of the team’s shortcomings, Claire Cheng ’25 moved up from Varsity B to Varsity 
A to play against St. Paul’s. Oku highlighted Cheng’s performance because she was able to persist in the 
face of difficult demands. Achieving chemistry between partners when not practicing together is 
difficult, but Cheng was able to pull it off. 

Oku said. “Honestly, I think Claire, because she had to play out from her team, which I think is like a 
lot of pressure as someone, that she wasn’t even playing for her own team. But she did really well 
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yesterday. And I was really proud of her because she really stepped up into the spotlight. And I also 
think Nicole did [well], because she was my [match]partner. And I was not in the right headspace. But 
she was really helping me at every point.” 

For the future, Ciganer is prioritizing her teammates’ health, mentioning that team connections are 
crucial in having smooth matches. Again, she is assured of her team’s talents and is hoping to hone in 
on those for the tougher competitions ahead. 

“So next up, we’re playing Deerfield. I don’t really know about their level. But my first priority is for 
the team to get back together. Because obviously, we’re still missing, like quite a few people from the 
team. So the first thing that I want is everyone to come back together. And I just hope we can. We have 
like a few challenging matches that we haven’t played yet. So I just hope we can win all of our matches, 
because I think we’re capable of doing that,” said Ciganer. Andover will face Deerfield at home on 
Wednesday.

Fellow Co-Captain Nicole Lee ’22 shared a similar sentiment to Madurri, noting that Coach Chase 
is as helpful as she is reliable. She pointed out how Coach Chase helped nurture her into the captain she 
is as well as provides technical tips to improve specific areas of her game Lee said, “I’ve really learnt so 
much from Coach Chase. | have been fortunate to be on the team since my [Junior] year.

Boys Track was amped to take on Deerfield and Taft this past Saturday, coming away in second 
place. The score between Deerfield, Andover, and Taft was 79.5- 76-24.5 respectively. 

With a number one finish in javelin from Patrick Flanagan ’23 as well as Constantine Krenteras 
’24 filling a last minute substitution in the four by four relay, Andover was able to achieve great success 
in the first full meet of the season, taking second by 2.5 points to Deerfield 

Co-Captain Cato Legaspi ’22 found the meet exciting after waiting a week to kick off the season. 
He was very proud of his teammates and acknowledged that many met or surpassed their personal 
bests in various events. “I think we knew it was going to be competitive with both teams. Deerfield has a 
really strong program...It was super exciting as a lot of people set personal bests in the field events, the 
sprints and the relays did really well. It was an exciting day, especially after last week as the meet was 
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canceled because of the rain. | was able to set a personal best in the shot put with a distance of 
47 feet 2 inches, which was exciting. | was able to take first place in the discus as well. | was happy to 
help the team, | scored 13 of our points, so | was pretty proud of that. Hoping to help next week in the 
Deerfield relays, which are team-oriented,” said Legaspi. Flanagan shared a similar sentiment to Legaspi, 
bringing to light notable performances by Aidan Porter ’23 in shot put as well as Charlie Benjamin ’23 in 
javelin. 

Flanagan himself had nothing short of a noteworthy performance, bringing home first place for 
Andover in his first meet throwing javelin. Flanagan said, “For me personally, | competed in the javelin 
event and it went really well for me. It was my first time competing in a track meet, let alone javelin, and 
| ended up winning it all for Andover by just a small measure of three feet...Benjamin is a javelin thrower 
as well and he hadn’t been practicing javelin too much, but on the meet day, he threw some of the best 
throws | had ever seen and came super close without much practice or technique. Porter threw the shot 
put and he went over his personal best and ended up coming in second. | am super proud of him for 
that.” 

According to Porter, it was the support and encouragement of teammates that allowed for his 
success. He found these qualities crucial in fostering a positive team atmosphere. “Everyone is really 
good about cheering on one another. It was really awesome at the end of the meet when everyone 
circled around the pole vault runway and watched Kurt Meyer [’23] do his last few pole vaults, that was 
a pretty special moment. | think just the fact that everyone is really willing to help out one another and 
cheer on one another makes for a really good team atmosphere,” said Porter. Flanagan agreed with 
Porter about team effort and enthusiasm. He pointed out that while everyone may not be fully 
acquainted, the team is still a family. “There are a lot of people on the team, so it’s hard to know 
everybody, but everyone cheers for everyone like they are their best friend. Track is often seen as an 
individualistic sport, but definitely a strength of the team this early into the season is that it’s a big 
family feel, there’s a lot of support and energy coming from the team.

“For the 
field events getting pickier about our forms, things need to be slightly tweaked to get more distances. 
For the runner getting more reps. Either way, you are getting strong. Our goal is to speak at the Inter 
School meet in May. Just trying to build our endurance, speed, and strength so that by the time the 
important meets come around we are ready.”

PATF had a phenomenal showing at the Division 1 NEPSTA Championship hosted by St. Paul’s School on 
Saturday 5/21/22. In blazing hot conditions up against strong rivals, the girls team took 24 place and the 
boys team claimed 34. A total of 24 athletes contributed to the team scores, and every team member gave 
their all and then some to help PATE claim podium finishes.

Pierre ’23 expressed their appreciation to have an away meet—a mark of the 
outdoor season. The new environment and numerous competitors from 
various schools allowed throwers like Pierre to engage and compete fiercely. 


Pierre said, “We don’t ever leave for the winter season, because we have the 
best indoor facilities and Covid has prevented us from anything in general, 
for the past couple of years. It was fun to see everyone, like a lot of schools 
compete... A lot of schools that are great at throwing. And we’re actually 
comparatively pretty good.” 


Caroline Ho ’22, who competed in the 4X100-meter relay pole vault emphasized the speciality of 
having a relay meet. These types of meets are unique since they allow for the collective team to 
compete for each other, rather than with each other, fostering a new sense of team unity. 


“T had never seen a pole vault relay before or any other jumps individual event relay. So it was really 
interesting to see... but I think the relay really made it seem like a group effort.

Also, 
specifically with the Deerfield meet, it was all relay events. So even like jumps, events that typically 
don’t have combined scores, it was all combined together as a group. So that made it a lot more fun 
and a sort of team-way,” said Ho. 


Regarding personal goals, Pierre hopes to improve their events through extensive practice and 
working closely with the coaches. But also engaging with different competitors they meet at events, 
which can bring a lot of joy. 


“T want to PR. I [also] want to meet more people. Our next meet is at St. Paul’s, and I want to talk 
to other competitors.

Despite the temporary suspension of one of its games, Andover Ultimate Frisbee managed to clinch two 
wins over the weekend with a 9-5 win over NMH followed by a 12-6 win over Williston Northampton. 
However, the team faced their first loss of the season on Wednesday against Concorde Carlisle with a 
score of 15-9, bringing their record down 4-1. 


According to Carlos Cepeda-Diaz ’23, the team was able to adapt to new strategies during their 
game that it had not seen before. As one of the new players on the team, he noted that Ultimate 
involves more strategy than he expected when he started playing the sport. “[NMH and Williston 
Northampton] were the second and third games we played all season, and our team is relatively new to 
Ultimate because it’s still, | guess, a sport that’s growing and it’s a program that’s still growing at 
Andover... | thought that for a sport that has a lot more strategy than | think most new players like 
myself anticipated, it went really well, and it was about, | guess, adapting and learning a lot of new 
strategy on the fly since there’s a big aspect to Ultimate that’s just about play calling and responding to 
what the other team throws at you,” said Cepeda-Diaz. 


Camaraderie off the field has allowed for stronger bonds and trust between players on the field, 
according to Serafina Shin-von Nordenflycht ’25. Shin-von Nordenflycht added that team hikes and 
bonding on bus rides have allowed team members to feel connected. “One of the largest parts of 
Ultimate Frisbee is the spirit of the game, which is all about sportsmanship and knowing the rules, but 
also being a good teammate. | think definitely the coaches and also our captains have cultivated a space 
where we can just all be friends. We’ve gone on hikes and had Dunkin and we sing in the bus and stuff 
like that,” said Shin-von Nordenflycht. Kei Obata ’23 concurred; he believes bonding off the field has 
been a key part of improved communication on the field and connections between players. “It’s 
definitely much easier to communicate and be on the same page with your teammates when you have a 
pre-established bond with one another. 


Whether it is the relationships we build through our tough practices, or the excitement that we 
have on our bus to the games, camaraderie has been an essential element of our success,” said Obata. 
Despite its improvements on teamwork and trust, the team faced an unexpected challenge when 
playing NMH: a trap zone defense. Obata praised the team for being able to adjust to the challenge, 
which heavily affected the outcome of the game.

unanticipated lightning disruption. Though she was unable to play due to an injury, she commended the 
team’s hard work and skill against NMH.

Sam Elliott ’22 had other plans in high school. After watching a group of Seniors, including two-year 
captain Isaiah Lee ’19, toss around a frisbee on the Great Lawn, Elliott decided to take on the sport. 


Beginning his Ultimate career as a Junior on JV, Elliott now serves as a leader, defenseman, and 
playmaker for the team. Elliot fell in love with Ultimate in great part due to its self-officiated element 
that has its foundations in the sport’s philosophy of Spirit of the Game. 


With the players on the field holding the responsibility of maintaining fair play and making calls 
in place of referees, Spirit ofthe Game forces trust, respect, and communication between both 
teammates and opponents alike. “One of the main differences is that ultimate is a self-officiated sport, 
so there’s no refs or anything.

So it’s great because you can 
have intense play but also be really respectful of your opponents,” said Elliott. 


In cooperation with the other field captain, Ben Rowland ’22, Elliott hopes to nurture a fair and 
comfortable team environment. Whereas Rowland is the captain with thorough knowledge of the rules, 
Elliott believes he contributes to the team environment by constantly maintaining an optimistic and 
encouraging mindset. “Ben is super knowledgeable ofthe rules. He’s read through the entire rulebook 
multiple times I’m pretty sure. He knows what’s up in every situation, so he’s just very knowledgeable 
about the sport in general, and obviously he’s super nice and a great leader and everything. | would say 
I’m not as well versed in the rules—Coach Hoenig would be disappointed in me for saying so—but | think 
thatthe best thing | can do is to make sure that everyone is genuinely enjoying themselves, feeling 
respected by their teammates, and just feeling comfortable in a space where you can play and work 
hard, andwork hard for your teammates,” saidElliott. 
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According to Kei Obata ’23, Elliott’s actions speak louder than his words. Rather than a captain 
who hypes up the team or gives pep talks, Elliott leads by example through his focus and drive both on 
and off the field. His work ethic inspires other team members to do the same. “Sam is a really good 
leader because | think that his leadership is defined by his work ethic on and off the field. | guess he’s 
not the most talkative or the vocal guy on the team, but | think what he does during practice is very 
representative of how a lot of people view him as a leader. He’s very focused, very driven, and he always 
treats every practice like a game. So when you see someone like that on your team giving it his all every 
single day—even during water breaks he’s still really focused-I think that goes to show a lot about what 
kind of person he is, what kind of leader he is. And then during games, he’s always working his ass off. 
Whether it’s a big layout or just trying to get the team together, he’s always the one hustling the most in 
my opinion,” said Obata. 


According to Head Coach Scott Hoenig, Elliott is a valuable player on defense. Not only can he 
prevent his opponents from scoring, but he can also capitalize on turnovers through smart plays, big or 
small. “Sam brings like this incredible enthusiasm and athleticism and just intensity to the sport that is 
just inspiring when you watch him play defense. The way that he is in the right place at the right time, 
the way he can make big plays and just make small plays too, but the way that he can cause turnovers. 
It’s inspiring, and it’s also really effective for our defense,” said Coach Hoenig. 


Despite not being the loudest or most vocal on the team, Elliott still provides constant 
communication with all his teammates, whether in the form of compliments or suggestions. For new 
players like Obata, Elliott’s attention gives them a sense of confidence in their skills. “He’s very inclusive 
of the new players. It’s a very subtle thing, but he’ll compliment you or push you to do certain things 
better | guess specifically towards the newer players. You don’t really notice thatwhenyou’re playing or 
practicing because a lot of people are shouting, the atmosphere is really intense. Then you realize after 
looking back that it was Sam or Ben, the two captains, pushing you when you maybe made a mistake or 
calling out your name, complimenting you, small things like that,” said Obata. Elliott’s favorite Ultimate 
memory is being pulled up from JV to play in a Varsity tournament. 


That weekend was when he first experienced Andover Ultimate’s team culture. “I was just this 
little [Junior] amongst all these cool upper classmen at a tournament at NMH. And it was a really fun 
environment, and people were so friendly and just wanted to see each other get better and play some 
good Ultimate Frisbee. And Coach Cormier also has this thing where on our way back from tournaments, 
we'll stop at Wendy’s, and anyone who has a layout, which just basically means you dive for the disc on 
defense, she’ll buy you a frosty on the way home. So that’s always something that’s fun, and | will 
[always] strive to do—get some frosties,” saidElliott 


Co-Captain Ben Rowland ’22: The ultimate Frisbee Anchor

A compassionate leader, Co-Captain Ben Rowland ’22 has continuously demonstrated strength and 
teamwork in all aspects of Ultimate Frisbee (Ultimate). Known for his athleticism and warmth on the 
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field, many of his teammates rely on him for guidance and support. His ability to collaborate with Co- 
Captain Sam Elliott ’22 further solidifies him as a cornerstone of the team. 


Sakina Cotton ’24 described Rowland as a motivated captain. She noted his ability to persevere 
and move forward in the game as a desirable feature in a teammate and in a captain. Rowland tends to 
lighten the mood, regardless of the score, and manages to bring a smile to everyone’s face according to 
Cotton. “His leadership really shines through the moments where everyone’s tired, because in addition 
to his responsibility and his cool temper, he knows how to keep calm and also be strategic, and welcome 
everybody and keep everyone’s spirits up. He also is [a] good handler, and knows [that] his job is to 
work the field right and control throwers...He’s just really, really talented, and also very welcoming and 
supportive of everybody’s skills, | think he brings the best out of everyone,” said Cotton. 


Devan Hernandez ’23 felt he was introduced into a hospitable team, Rowland being amongst the 
first to welcome him. Furthermore, he stated that Rowland demonstrates extensive understanding of 
Ultimate, which benefits the team in terms of making plays and scoring. Especially in a sport where 
honesty is crucial in creating an equitable environment, Rowland illustrates good sportsmanship and 
respect for the game according to Hernandez. Hernandez said, “I’ve known Ben since last spring, which 
is when | first started doing frisbee and he was one of the first kids on the team who really made me feel 
welcome, just a super nice guy. Very helpful and a good teacher in terms of teaching me how the sport 
works because | was pretty completely new to playing Ultimate Frisbee... [And] as a captain, he’s really 
smart about the game, like in ultimate Frisbee, it’s different because there [are] no refs. So you have to 
know the rules, [you have to] self officiate. And | think he by far probably knows, the most rules are out 
of anybody. He’s always out there, like settling disputes on the field and stuff.” 


Josie Banson ’22 spoke about their bond with Rowland going beyond the field. Rowland 
embraces everyone on the team regardless of class differences, and tries to build connections that 
happen to be a great foundation in the game. Trust, a big factor in sports, is something Rowland has 
achieved through continuous dedication to his teammates and the team, which appears to help him 
become a prominent player both on and off the field according to Banson. Banson said, “I think 
[Rowland] is just very calm and [has a] welcoming energy to him. And so | think he’s just a very natural 
leader. When he leads our chants and stuff, he just brings a lot of great energy. And just like, on and off 
the field, he always says hi and greets me and [he is] really inclusive [and] just helps foster a really 
inclusive atmosphere. He’s also just a great leader. On the field, | can ask him about anything.” 


Focusing on Rowland as an athlete, Hernandez praised his cognitive abilities, alongside his 
handling skills. The ability to not only lead, but comprehend the game has been Rowland’s powerhouse.

Head Coach Scott Hoenig values the ‘spirit of the game,’ a term used to describe the 
communication and sportsmanship that should be demonstrated while playing Ultimate. 


Hoenig said, “I think [spirit of the game is] the most important part of the sport... In my mind, 
you can’t have it without spirit of the game because you need to be able to have that assumption that 
no player is going to intentionally violate the rules. You need to kind of have that respect built in. And 
that the idea that both teams are working to try to, to trust each other and to make the right calls. | 
think the way that that plays out, in, in, in our in our program is that we put a great deal of emphasis on 
learning the rules. It’s one of the most important things in a self officiated sport that players will know 
the rules.” 


According to Everett Woo ’25, Hoenig values fostering an environment of high character players. 
Hoenig uses his expertise in Ultimate as a way to guide team members, while staying very close to them 
to foster team energy. Woo said, “He always embraced his spirit of the game, and he always enforces 
good sportsmanship and uplifts other players... During practices, he’s very involved with the players... 
He’s very nice and hands on, you could say. He has a lot of knowledge because he’s been doing this for a 
long time it seems, but [for] his overall style, he creates good relationships with the players, so | think 
that’s really important.” 


Hoenig tries to put a lot of emphasis on energy and teamwork by specifically assigning a “spirit 
captain” on the team. Hoenig believes that these unique elements of the team build up to establish 
healthy sportsmanship and awareness of team rules. Hoenig added, “I make sure to introduce myself to 
the coaches and make sure that our players and our captains are introducing themselves to the other 
captains. We actually have a specific role that is a spirit captain that is charged with communicating with 
the other team’s spirit captain about spirit of the game and about upholding the expectations between 
the teams. So, basically a lot of emphasis on those kinds of things on sportsmanship and on knowledge 
of the rules. It’s a big, important part of our program.” 


Sakina Cotton ’24, another member of the team, believes that Hoenig stands out as a coach due 
to his dedication and knowledge of Ultimate. Hoenig brings out the best in players, according to Cotton. 
Woo said, “I’ve had a lot of coaches because I’ve played a lot of sports throughout my life. And I’ve 
actually never played Ultimate before. And when | was trying out for Ultimate, and | saw how much 
knowledge he had, the way he coached, and how much effort he put into coaching and also his canvas 
page and how he was available and how many resources he had so | could learn about Ultimate. | said, | 
want to | want to be coached by that guy. That’s what | said to myself. | said, I’m going to try hard, as 
hard as | can to make the team so | can be coached by him and become the best Ultimate player | can 
be. And | think it’s just the effort he puts in and how much knowledge he has. That makes him stand 
out.” Cotton added in an email to The Phillipian, “Like all coaches, he is very strategic and dedicates a lot 
of time and importance of teaching the strategy of the fundamentals of Ultimate. He works well with 
the other coaches and is a good role model for everyone on the team in terms of kindness, athleticism, 
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and teamwork. However | think what makes him different is his dedication to teamwork. He reads 
inspirational pieces, theories, and experiences of teamwork to share the messages with the team and it 
reminds us to trust one another, keep pushing to be our best, and practice effectively.” 


Josie Banson ’22 echoed Cotton’s sentiment and believes that Hoenig is able to break down 
drills and teach the fundamentals of the sport in a clear way. Banson describes Hoenig’s style as one 
that is very thorough. “[Hoenig] really breaks down the fundamentals for us and explains to us why 
we’re doing certain drills or using a particular strategy in a game. We do a bunch of work training the 
basics of cutting, sprinting, throwing, receiving, etc. | really appreciate all of his knowledge of the game 
and athleticism in general which has helped me improve a lot,” wrote Banson in an email to The 
Phillipian. 


Hoenig describes his coaching style as a tool for players who seek to pursue Ultimate past their 
high school careers. He believes that the kind of qualities he helps students build are not only useful in 
Andover’s Ultimate program, but also as future adults in society. “I try to coach in such a way that the 
things that we do in ultimate, the things that players learn as a part of this program are going to apply 
beyond just ultimate... | emphasize things like hard work, and enthusiasm. | think that it’s really 
important to figure out how to make hard work fun because both these hard work is essential for 
success, and it’s a whole lot easier to work hard when you’re having fun. So that’s one thing that we do 
in the program, try to work hard and at the same time, we tried to focus on the things that we can 
control,” said Hoenig

Cassidy Sadowski ’22 Leads as a Central Piece of Girls Water Polo 
Cassidy Sadowski ’22 was first introduced to water polo during middle school 
after she started to swim competitively. Living in a region with a strong water 
~* polo program, she was able to develop her skills before joining the Andover 
© team. 
Once joining the team at Andover, Sadowski had to make an exciting, yet 
, unnatural transition, as she described it. The majority of athletes at Andover, 
_ unlike herself, had never played before. 
“T think for me, the transition to Andover was exciting but a little unnatural, 
because in a way, it was taking a few steps back because I was playing with 

_ people who hadn’t played before. The team was less experienced than my eighth- 


. grade team... But with that, the waterpolo team has been one of the most 
positive places for me on campus. To be honest, as someone who’s been playing for a while there’s also a 
large joy in not being in a competitive environment, but rather it being a really supportive place where 
everyone is learning together. I would say that that’s brought a lot of joy to my life,” Sadowski said. 
Sadowski sees herself as more of a defensive player than an offensive one. However, over the last few weeks, 
she has been trying to focus on improving her weak areas in the sport. 

Sadowski said, “I think in the past, I’ve been a far more focused defensive player than an offensive threat. In 
these last couple of weeks, I like to work with my coaches and my team to develop my offensive strategy. I 
am not the fastest swimmer on our team so I don’t take the fast breaks in the drives like other people are 
more capable of doing, but I found that I have a real strong shot from seven meters away from the goal. I can 
use a foul to take a free shot. Finding those areas where I am stronger and able to be both an offensive and 
defensive fit, I think has really improved my playing in the last couple of weeks.” 

As a leader on the team, Sadowski hopes to push teammates to be stronger players while simultaneously 
maintaining a positive attitude. She believes that her experience has helped her connect with teammates and 
make them feel more comfortable on the team. 

Sadowski said, “I think that my biggest priority is leading the team with positivity and joy. We come from a 
lot of different places around campus but we're all really excited [to play together]. With my experience, I 
hope to teach others and create a safe space to learn and make mistakes and try again, but also to work hard 
as athletes and push each other to put our all into practice every day.” 

According to Simi Cheema ’22 and Mia Wonacott ’24, Sadowski has been a vital member of the team. They 
attributed her vitality, in part, to her high energy and team spirit. 

Cheema said, “She’s central to the team... since she really boosts team morale. Every day she comes to 
practice and she knew she wanted to be there. Some people dread going to practice, I can say I did 
sometimes. However, she was always really really excited to go and she’s also very Team Blue.” 

Wonacott added, “She brings so much energy and so much positivity to the team. I knew that she was going 
to be a great captain because she always has a lot of spirit. I think that’s what we really need, especially since 
we've had kind of a tough season, but she’s always stayed positive no matter what given circumstances. I’m

3} Sadowski said, “Coach Meyer is easily the best water polo coach that I have 
_ ever had. She is both very knowledgeable and focused and very caring, and 

honest. I think that those qualities really strongly contribute to the 

atmosphere of our team. Coach Meyer played water polo at Andover, and I think she’s really [has a good} 

understanding of what worked with the team.” 

According to Meyer, she believes she fulfills the role of being a supporting coach by connecting with players 

not just through the sport, but through all aspects of life. 

“T think a good coach is one that recognizes that there is more to their players than their sport. Being able to 

connect with students on and off of the pool deck and appreciate the strengths and talents to the team as 

people, not just players, is really important to me as a coach. I try to show up for concerts, plays, 

performances, presentations as much as possible. Our players show up for us and our sport day in and day 

out, so it’s nice to be able to do the same in return,” Meyer wrote in an email to The Phillipian.

Again, with the 

tough season, we came in as a bunch of newbies kind of, we all kind of didn’t know how to play and she was 

super patient with us. Super kind and helpful, and never made us feel like we were doing something wrong. 

She always had a smile on her face, no matter what,” said Wonacott. 

According to Sadowski, Meyer never fails to help teammates improve upon their weaknesses with her 

constant support. 

Sadowski said, “She would always remind us to play our game and look at our improvements both 

throughout that game and throughout to see them because so many people came in knowing nothing. She 

always was very open about how proud of the growth she saw.” 

As a coach, Meyer expressed that she is most proud of her ability to support her teammates and ensure that 

they know that she is always there for them.
